When  Thomas  Maher,  husband  of  Mary  Whelan 
Maher  '32,  died  suddenly  last  September,  Mary,  who 
works  in  the  Alumni  Office  at  the  college  noted  in 
the  obituary  that  donations  to  St.  Joseph's  College 
would  be  preferred  to  flowers.  The  Mahers'  many 
wonderful  relatives  and  friends  responded  generously 
and  to  date  over  $1700  has  been  given  in  his  name. 
This  is  a  great  tribute  to  a  man  who  was  so  often  and 
so  diversely  involved  in  the  college's  affairs. 


SURVIVING  THE  SQUEEZE 

The  American  Alumni  Council  reports  in  their 
September  issue  of  INTERIM  that  independent  colleges  and 
universities  are  weathering  the  financial  squeeze  of  recent 
years.  Despite  grim  predictions,  only  50  institutions  out  of 
1,500  have  closed  since  January  1,  1970;  another  15 
merged  with  other  institutions  and  6  have  been  converted 
from  independent  to  state  institutions.  Twenty-six  new 
independent  colleges  were  founded  at  this  time. 

Dr.  Elden  T.  Smith,  executive  secretary  of  the  National 
Council  of  Independent  Colleges  and  Universities  (NCICU) 
calls  the  survival  "a  testimony  to  the  quality  of  education 
they  afford.  .  .  and  also  to  the  management  and 
adaptability  of  these  institutions.  .  .  many  of  these  schools 
are  run  as  efficiently  as  any  good  corporation." 

Record-level  financial  support  by  industry,  increased 
state  and  federal  aid,  and  coordination  between  institutions 
have  helped  them  to  survive,  and  added  to  this  is  the 
generosity  of  loyal  alumni.

FATHER  DILLON'S  ANNIVERSARY 

October  12th,  1974,  was  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the 
death  of  Monsignor  William  T.  Dillon,  dear  to  the  memory 
of  so  many  alumnae.  A  Mass  in  his  memory  was  celebrated 
in  the  College  Chapel  for  faculty  and  undergraduates.  Many 
smaller  groups  of  alumnae  met  together  in  different 
locations  to  be  present  at  other  memorial  Masses  for  him. 

Father  Dillon  was  appointed,  in  1920,  to  succeed 
Bishop-elect  Molloy  as  curate  in  Queen  of  All  Saints  Parish 
and  as  philosophy  teacher  at  St.  Joseph's.  He  became  dean 
of  the  college  in  1927  and  was  its  president  from  1945  to 
1955.  But  he  was  more,  so  much  more,  to  its  students  and 
alumnae. 

His  foresight  brought  about  the  early  establishment  of 
student  government  and  the  honor  system.  He  set  up  the 
first  Catholic  college  Nursery  School  and  Kindergarten, 
integrated  into  a  Department  of  Early  Childhood 
Education.  To  foster  patriotism,  he  insisted  on  a  course  in 
United  States  Government  as  a  prerequisite  for  graduation. 
To  develop  selflessness,  he  established  the  Jeanne  Valois 
Guild  for  the  Handicapped.  To  help  in  personal  spiritual 
formation,  he  ran  a  remarkable  program  of  daily  Mass, 
hourly  prayers  between  classes,  and  other  religious 
exercises.  He  founded  two  national  Catholic  Honor 
Societies  for  college  students:  Delta  Epsilon  Sigma  for  both 
men  and  women  and  Kappa  Gamma  Pi  for  women  alone.  He 
was  teacher,  counselor,  priest,  friend.  .  .  to  all  students 
during  his  years  at  the  college.  And  when  he  left,  he 
continued  his  association  with  St.  Joseph's  as  a  member  of 
its  Board  of  Trustees,  until  his  death.

Anne  Donohue  Honeywell  '50  is  the  wife  of  a  dairy 
farmer.  Theirs  is  a  family  farm  and  Allen,  Anne  and  the 
children  work  it  themselves.  When  additional  help  is 
needed,  boys  from  nearby  families  work  part  time.  During 
the  very  busy  summer  season,  a  paid  college  student,  who 
needs  husbandry  experience  in  order  to  qualify  for 
Veterinary  College,  helps  out.  There  is  always  a  long  list  of 
such  students.

The  Honey  wells  have  been  farming  for  17  years.  Before 
that,  Allen,  a  graduate  of  Cornell  University  in  Husbandry, 
was  working  in  a  Farmers'  Bank.  When  his  father  phoned 
him  that  he  was  going  to  retire  from  farming,  Allen  and 
Anne  had  to  make  the  decision  as  to  whether  they  would 
take  over.  They  have  not  regretted  doing  so.  The  dairy  has 
70  head  of  cattle,  40  of  which  are  milk  producers.  In  order 
to  keep  to  peak  milk  production,  a  cow  must  be  bred  every 
year.  Gestation  takes  280  days,  which  accounts  for 
non-producers.  Of  course  there  are  always  about  twenty 
calves  —  heifers.  Although  some  cows  are  artificially 
inseminated,  their  bull,  Peter,  helps  to  keep  that  high  cost 
down. 

"Farming  is  big  business  now,"  explained  Allen,  "and 
no  longer  a  'way  of  life'."  It  represents  a  very  large  capital 
investment.  Aside  from  the  land,  buildings  and  herd,  there 
is  farm  machinery,  milking  equipment  and  other  apparatus. 
This  is  what  discourages  so  many  young  men  today  who 
would  truly  like  to  farm  but  who  cannot  accept  the  burden 
of  a  heavy  loan  in  a  business  fraught  with  the  hazards  of 
nature. 


Dairy  farming  is  thoroughly  scientific.  Both  the 
Dairylea  Cooperative  to  which  they  belong,  and  the  state 
require  periodic  examinations  and  other  data  to  insure 
cleanliness  and  quality  of  dairy  products.  Periodic  accounts 
of  each  cow's  production,  its  feed,  weight  and  other  factors 
are  sent  to  be  "computerized"  and  Allen  receives  precise 
information  on  types  of  feed  as  well  as  amounts  which  each 
cow  needs.  Various  vitamins  are  put  in  bins  and  each  cow 
takes  only  what  she  instictively  knows  she  lacks  and  needs. 
Exact  records  of  the  lineage  of  their  Holsteins  must  be  kept 
in  order  to  have  them  registered.  Naming  is  another  game! 
Calves  born  in  the  same  year  have  names  starting  with  the 
same  letter  —  a  quick  way  of  knowing  their  age.  Last  year  it 
was  Q  and  Anne  drew  on  her  knowledge  of  Latin,  i.e.  Quid, 
Quis  etc,  for  this  odd  letter. 

Cows  are  milked  twice  a  day,  with  gentle  machines 
which  send  the  milk  directly  through  glass  pipes  to  a 
stainless  steel  tank  (capacity  4,000  pounds)  where  it  is  kept 
at  45°  degrees  until  picked  up  by  Dairylea.  The  room  in 
which  the  milk  is  stored  is  washed  down  with  a  special

solution  twice  a  day.  The  tank  truck  which  removes  the 
milk  is  equipped  with  a  hose  which  draws  the  milk  by 
vacuum  from  the  storage  tank.  Thus  milk  is  indisputably 
untouched  by  human  hands.  The  storage  tank  is  thoroughly 
cleaned  according  to  specifications  each  time  it  is  emptied. 
This  dairy  produces  about  2,000  lbs  of  milk  a  day. 
Although  grain  is  purchased  to  feed  the  cows,  a  large  phase 
of  the  dairy  operation  is  planting  of  feed  in  order  to 
provide  ensilage  to  last  through  the  long  winter  so  as  to 
keep  milk  production  up.  If  corn  crops  are  washed  out,  as 
occurred  last  year,  or  otherwise  damaged,  cows  are  deprived 
of  their  full  capacity  quota,  and  production  drops  to  1400 
to  1600  pounds  a  day  which  yields  about  700  to  800  quarts 


of  milk.  New  York  City  depends  on  many  such  farmers  for 
its  milk  supply  and  New  York  State  farmers,  whether 
vegetable  growers,  dairy  producers,  wheat,  com  or  feed  lot 
farmers,  have  to  deal  as  best  they  can  with  things  beyond 
their  control  such  as  flood,  drought,  early  frost  and 
pestilence.  In  late  September  and  early  October,  Allen 
worked  long  hours  to  get  40  acres  of  com  silage  cut, 
chopped  and  into  the  silos  for  winter  feed.  Frost  (a  severe 
26°)  had  hit  and  heavy  rains  made  tractors,  wagons  and 
choppers  sink  in  mud  up  to  the  axles.  Even  the  vegetable 
garden  was  hit  and  Anne  was  busy  canning  and  freezing  as 
fast  as  she  could  for  some  reserve  for  the  winter. 

The  Dairylea  Coop  to  which  they  belong  has  about 
8,000  members  in  a  tri-state  area.  It  is  responsible  for  the 
processing  of  the  milk  into  pasteurized  milk  and  cream, 
cheese,  and  so  forth.  It  also  provides  other  services  and 
sometimes  headaches.  At  this  writing,  farmers  are  very 
much  disturbed  by  certain  irregularities  and  talk  of  further 
assessments.  (cont'd  on  inside  back  cover)

Sister  Mary  Natalie 

Sister  Mary  Natalie,  who  was  a  memaber  of  St.  Joseph's 
English  Department  for  many  years  before  she  became 
Academic  Dean,  celebrated  her  99th  birthday  on 
September  7th  in  the  Maria  Regjna  Convent,  Brentwood. 
Appropriately,  she  submitted  an  article  "Times  to 
Remember"  for  the  October  '74  newsletter,  Maria  Regina 
Echoes. 

Sister  remembered  the  horse  and  buggy  which  took 
"Miss  Hamill"  from  Brooklyn  to  the  Motherhouse  in 
Flushing  on  March  19,  1900.  .  .  the  horsehair  hat  she  wore 
that  day  with  black  mercury  wings  jetting  back  on  either 
side  and  which  became  popular  among  the  postulants  when 
they  were  sent  on  errands  to  the  village.  .  .  the  conference 
after  conference  which  enlightened  even  if  they  did  not 
convince.  .  .  the  prayerful  preparation  for  Reception.  .  .  the 
guests.  .  .  the  laughter.  . .  the  desire  to  be  alone  afterwards. 

Please  note  on  your  1975  calendar:  March  19th  will  be 
the  75th  anniversary  of  Sister  Natalie's  entrance  into  the 
Congregation  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph. 


In  the  summer  issue  of  245,  we  read  of  1974  graduate 
Annette  Dubiel's  decision  to  work  in  the  Extension 
Program  in  Indian  reservation.  True  to  her  word  to  keep  in 
touch  with  us,  she  writes  from  Porcupine,  South  Dakota 
that  the  town  consists  of  the  Mission,  the  Bureau  of  Indian 
Affairs  School  and  Trading  Post,  gas  station,  post  office  and 
grocery  store  and  some  houses.  It  is  in  a  beautiful  valley 
surrounded  by  the  Badlands,  fields,  trees  and  ridges.  The  air 
is  very  clear  and  the  sky  seems  huge.  It's  usually  warm 
during  the  day  and  cool  at  night. 

Annette's  second  grade  classroom  is  a  building  by  itself, 
all  wood  and  "very  cute."  She  has  23  children.  Since  some 
of  them  live  in  houses  with  no  running  water  showers  are  a 
part  of  the  curriculum. 

The  staff  is  very  friendly,  warm  and  easy  to  get  along 
with.  Annette  lives  in  a  tiny  house  with  Dot,  who  is  from 
New  Jersey.  Getting  used  to  the  country  takes  time  but  so 
far  she  likes  it  very  much.  It  is  wide  open.  The  nearest  city 
is  Rapid,  a  one  and  a  half  hour  drive.  The  nearest  drug  store 
and  movie  house  is  in  Gordon,  Nebraska,  where  they  took 
the  children  to  see  Huckleberry  Finn. 

Other  teachers  are  doing  some  fascinating  work.  For 
example  the  science  teacher  has  set  up  an  observatory  and 
short  wave  radio  program  and  was  just  awarded  a  $1500 
grant  to  continue  them.  A  health  program  for  grades  K-8 
has  been  started,  the  first  such  in  the  state  for  the 
reservations.  To  help  the  children  appreciate  their 
background  and  culture  a  program  in  Indian  History  is  in 
the  curriculum. 

The  school  at  Porcupine  is  run  independently  of  Red 
Cloud  School  at  Pine  Ridge.  Everyone  works  hard,  and 
optimistically  depend  entirely  upon  the  donations  of 
interested  people  to  keep  the  work  going. 

Teaching  is  very  individualized  and  Annette  has  an 
Indian  aide.  Because  of  few  supplies,  a  teacher  has  to  be 
extra  creative.  "I  thank  my  lucky  stars  for  all  of  my 
methods  courses  and  a  great  Student-Teaching  experience," 
says  Annette.  "The  work  is  hard,  but  I  love  it!"

Many  of  you  will  remember  Miss  Margaret  Byrne  who 
was  chairman  of  the  Mathematics  Department  at  St. 
Joseph's  some  years  ago.  Anna  Sullivan  '40  visited  her 
recently  in  the  retirement  home  in  Jacksonville,  Florida, 
and  found  her  in  good  health  at  age  90.  She  was  reading,  in 
French,  a  theology  book  which  one  of  the  priests  from  the 
local  parish  lent  to  her.  During  the  four  days  Anne  stayed 
in  Jacksonville,  she  spent  a  part  of  each  bringing  her  former 
teacher  up  to  date  on  the  college  and  some  of  its  alumnae 
and  faculty  they  both  remembered.  Miss  Byrne  told  Anne 
that  she  keeps  herself  busy.  Recently,  she  confided,  she 
translated  from  the  Latin,  some  hymns  for  one  of  the  other 
residents  of  the  home.  This  lady  didn't  like  to  sing  Latin 
hymns  and  Miss  Byrne  obliged  her  with  the  translations. 


WINE  AND  CHEESE  PARTY 

To  kick  off  its  season  of  social  as  well  as  fund-raising 
events,  the  Alumni  Association  sponosred  a  Wine  and 
Cheese  Party  on  October  27th  at  the  College.  Janet  Labuda 
'74  was  chairman.  More  than  120  alumni  from  the  classes 
of  1964  through  1974  attended  the  event,  making  it  an 
enormous  success.  Seven  metropolitan -area  wine  and  cheese 
companies  donated  five  cases  of  wine  and  over  50  pounds 
of  a  variety  of  cheeses. 

Many  of  the  alumni  and  their  friends  and  husbands  who 
were  present  expressed  a  hope  that  events  of  this  type 
would  not  be  limited  solely  to  a  once  a  year  occurrence.

FIRST  WOMAN  CHAPLAIN  AT  YALE 

Some  time  ago,  a  short  note  from  Mary  Sparrow  Albert 
'47  told  us  that  her  daughter,  Kate,  Yale  '75,  wrote  of 
Yale's  woman  chaplain,  Sister  Mary  Ramona,  who  is  one  of 
our  alumni,  Antonia  Pena  '50. 

Last  August  Sister  Ramona  completed  her  first  year  at 
Yale.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Campus  ministry  team  and 
works  on  an  equal  basis  with  the  other  Chaplains,  Father 
Richard  R.  Russell  and  Father  Peter  J.  Fagan.  Her  duties 
are  the  same  as  the  priests,  except  for  sacramental  functions 
—  personal  counseling,  spiritual  direction  and  formulating 
programs  for  students. 

Sister  Ramona  impressed  More  Center's  board  of 
trustees  because  she  is  able  to  communicate  and  identify 
with  the  growing  numbers  of  female  students  and  is  at  ease 
with  them.  An  explicit  Christian  witness,  she  is  not  afraid 
to  speak  out  her  belief  in  what  the  Church  teaches  and  is 
anxious  to  work  with  others  who  share  her  concern  for 
better  solutions  to  the  troublesome  problems  which  beset 
our  society. 

Toni  Pena  received  a  BA  in  Political  Science  from  St. 
Joseph's  in  1950.  She  also  has  two  Master's  degrees,  one 
from  St.  John's  in  20th  Century  European  History  and  a 
second  from  Middlebury  College  in  Spanish  Literature. 
Sister  Ramona  taught  in  parochial  and  high  schools,  be- 
came an  administrator  and  worked  with  student  council 
groups.  She  also  taught  at  the  State  University  of  New  York 
at  different  locations,  before  her  Yale  appointment.  The 
Catholic  Center  at  Yale  is  dedicated  to  St.  Thomas  More 
and  Sister  is  enthusiastic  about  the  impact  it  can  make. 

"I  see  More  Center,"  she  explained,  "as  a  model  for  the 
Church  of  the  future.  As  far  as  Catholic  students  are 
concerned,  we  work  for  unity  while  encouraging  variety  in 
the  liturgy.  There  are  many  legitimate  faces  of  Catholicism, 
liturgically  speaking.  On  any  given  weekend  during  the 
school  year,  we  have  four  liturgies,  all  of  them  legitimate 
and  none  of  them  angry  at  the  others.  We  want  to  help 
these  men  and  women  make  a  commitment  to  the  life  of 
faith,  not  because  their  parents  were  Catholic  but  because 
they  themselves  have  made  this  decision.  We  also  hope  to 
be  a  model  in  our  relationship  with  Yale  and  with  members 
of  the  university  community  who  are  of  other  beliefs." 

The  atmosphere  today  at  Yale,  according  to  Sister 
Ramona,  is  less  political  than  it  was  a  few  years  ago  and 
evidences  somewhat  less  social  concern.  Today  there  is 
more  turning  inward  as  students  search  for  self.  "Just  a  few 
years  ago,"  said  Sister  Ramona,  "a  conservative  on  campus 
was  not  a  terribly  popular  figure.  But  today  young  people 
don't  mind  if  you're  conservative  as  long  as  you're 
authentic. 

"A  search  for  personal  identity,  of  course,  must  be 
implemented  with  social  action.  But  unless  one  has  first 
made  a  personal  pilgrimage  to  find  self,  any  program  of 
social  action  is  likely  to  be  on  a  shaky  foundation.  1  hope 
the  social  concern  of  the  future  is  built  on  the  rock  of 
knowing  who  and  what  we  are,  not  on  the  sands  of  guilt  or 
in  trying  to  live  up  to  a  superficial  idea  of  what  we  feel  we 
ought  to  be.  To  those  of  us  who  are  older,  this  slower  pace 
is  somewhat  frustrating,  but  there's  no  doubt  it  will  be  a 
more  constructive  approach  than  some  ofthe  earlier 
expressions  of  social  concern  on  campus.  Our  role  is  to  act

the  part  of  the  gadfly,  telling  young  people  it  is  fine  to 
search  for  one's  self,  but  others  cannot  be  forgotten  in  the 
process." 

Sister  Ramona's  ideas  and  ideals  have  formed  gradually 
but  on  a  firm  foundation.  She  readily  admits  that  when 
very  young,  she  was  a  non-practicing  Catholic.  She  became 
a  Quaker,  attracted  by  that  religion's  spirituality,  its 
concept  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  manifest  indwelling  and  the 
Quaker  belief  that  faith  should  not  be  something 
extraneous  to  one's  life  style,  but  very  much  a  part  of  it. 
She  gives  much  credit  for  her  gradual  return  to  the  faith  to 
her  public  high  school  principal,  Charles  Tonsor,  who 
noticed  her  prediliction  for  other  faiths  and  advised  her  to 
investigate  her  own  before  rejecting  it. 

She  intended  to  pursue  a  career  in  international  law  at 
Syracuse  University,  but  instead  turned  to  St.  Joseph's 
College  in  Brooklyn.  After  graduation  she  was  involved  in 
adoption  agency  and  social  service  work,  but  made  up  her 
mind  to  make  it  a  Catholic  involvement.  Still  thinking  of 
the  Quaker  "total  commitment",  she  felt  the  most  effective 
way  to  make  this  commitment  was  in  the  religious  life.  She 
joined  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  at  Brentwood.  There  she 
took  the  education  courses  which  opened  up  the  field  of 
teaching  for  her,  and  which  has  been  an  asset  in  her  role  of 
chaplain  at  Yale. 

Sister  was  asked  how  the  Church  can  achieve  rapport 
with  young  people  on  campus  today,  and  replied;  "To  gain 
credibility  with  the  university  community,  the  Church  must 
authentically  be  itself.  And  this  is  what  our  campus 
ministry  team  tries  to  assure.  Our  role  is  to  be  a  Roman 
Catholic  presence  at  Yale.  We  are  a  center  for  faith,  worship 
and  community.  While  it  is  dangerous  to  prophesy,  we  act 


as  prophets  to  the  university  as  far  as  value  structures  are 
concerned,  reminding  those  with  whom  we  come  into 
contact  of  the  Gospel  values  in  our  lives.  This  is  not 
something  unique  that  we  do.  All  religious  communities 
remind  the  world  that  redemption  is  a  fact. 

"We  feed  each  other's  faith  here,  and  this  perhaps  is  the 
most  vital  role  of  chaplaincy.  We  are  multipliers  of 
ministry.  The  clergy  always  tries  to  identify  the  Christian 
ministry  to  the  world,  and  until  the  world  shares  that 
ministry,  it  is  incomplete." 

As  an  example  of  what  one  person  can  do  when 
possessed  of  conviction  and  dedication,  Sister  tells  of  Yale's 
first  Catholic  Chaplain.  This  Yale  alumnus,  T.  Lawrason 
Riggs,  came  back  to  his  alma  mater  as  a  priest,  and  became 
the  first  official  Catholic  presence  on  the  campus.  It  is  in 
his  giant  footsteps  that  each  member  of  the  Catholic 
Campus  ministry  team  tries  to  follow,  bringing  to  the 
ministry  an  individual  kind  of  witness  and  field  of 
specialization.  Father  Riggs'  grave  is  set  in  a  little  grassy 
clearing,  between  More  House  and  St.  Thomas  More 
Chapel.

EASY  CHINESE  COOKING 

"Chinese  cooking,  like  any  other  style,  is  as  easy  or  as 
intricate  as  you  want  it  to  be,"  says  Bernadette  Foley 
Donahue  '51  of  West  Brighton,  Staten  Island,  who  teaches 
it  at  the  YMCA  in  West  Brighton.  In  her  weekly  class, 
Bernadette  uses  a  wok,  the  traditional  Chinese  cooking- 
utensil,  but  explains  that  a  heavy  skillet  will  do  just  as  well. 
A  good  Chinese  cook,  she  adds,  uses  cleavers  for  chopping, 
dicing  and  shredding,  but  an  ordinary  kitchen  knife  is  as 
acceptable  in  an  American  household. 

Several  years  ago,  Bernadette  studied  Chinese  cooking 
with  Mme.  Grace  Zia  Chu,  a  cookbook  author  and  former 
instructor  at  the  China  Institute  in  Manhattan.  She  has  been 
practicing,  teaching  and  demonstrating  ever  since.  This  fall 
her  first  series  of  lessons  at  the  "Y"  began  in  September, 
followed  by  another  eight-week  session  which  started 
November  25th. 

People  want  to  learn  Chinese  cooking  as  an  interesting 
taste  change.  Early  lessons  focus  on  recipes  made  from 
items  found  in  most  supermarkets.  Advanced  lessons 
include  examples  of  cooking  styles  with  a  shopping  trip  to  a 
Chinatown  grocery.

LADIES  OF  THE  HOLY  SEPULCHRE 

Four  St.  Joseph's  alumnae  were  among  those  on  whom 
the  honor  of  Lady  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  was  conferred  at 
an  impressive  induction  ceremony  at  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral 
on  Saturday,  the  14th  of  September:  Eucharia  Mulligan 
'34,  Catherine  White  '38,  Margaret  Rita  Keenan  '38,  and 
Elizabeth  Harkin  '51.  His  Eminence,  Terence  Cardinal 
Cooke  presided,  and  a  reception  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria 
followed,  where  the  newly  honored  met  those  Knights  and 
Ladies  of  longer  standing. 

The  Order  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  originated  from 
devotion  to  the  tomb  of  Christ,  which  dates  back  to  the 
time  of  the  first  Christians.  It  was  regarded  as  the  holiest  of 
all  sacred  places.  St.  James  the  Less,  apostle  and  first 
Bishop  of  Jerusalem  is  said  to  have  organized  guards  for  the 
Holy  Sepulchre.  By  early  in  the  second  century,  so  many 
Christian  pilgrims  were  coming  to  the  tomb,  that  the 
Emperor  Hadrian  built  a  pagan  temple  to  Venus  over  it  in 
an  effort  to  change  the  worship  of  Christ  to  worship  of 
pagan  gods. 

Emperor  Constantine  and  his  mother  St.  Helena,  in  the 
fourth  century,  rediscovered  the  tomb  of  Christ  and  built 
the  first  basilica  to  enclose  it.  The  holy  sepulchre  has 
remained  the  object  of  controversy  and  even  of  political 
intrigue  right  to  the  present  day.  Yet  in  every  age  it  has  had 
its  thoroughly  dedicated  defenders.  Reliable  and  docu- 
mented sources  place  the  origin  of  the  Equestrian  Order  of 
the  Holy  Sepulchre  of  Jerusalem  in  the  year  1099.  It  was  in 
that  year  that  the  first  Crusaders  recovered  Jerusalem  and 
the  sacred  Christian  shrines  from  the  Moslems,  and  an 
honor  guard  was  again  established  for  the  protection  of  the 
Holy  Sepulchre,  which  developed  into  the  Order  of  the 
Holy  Sepulchre.  The  emblem  of  five  red  crosses  became  the 
distinguishing  mark  of  the  order  and  was  worn  on  the 
tunics  of  the  knights.  This  is  the  "Cross  of  Jerusalem." 

In  the  thirteenth  century,  custody  of  the  Holy  Land 
was  entrusted  by  Pope  Clement  VI  to  the  Franciscans  who 
endured  many  invasions  and  suffered  a  long  martyrology  in 
its  defense.  They  were  given  control  of  the  Knights  of  the 
Holy  Sepulchre  and  authorized  to  recruit  new  members.  In 
1847  Pope  Pius  IX  transferred  the  central  headquarters  to 
Rome,  expanding  the  role  of  the  Order  from  caring  for  the 


holy  places  to  contributing  to  good  works,  charitable, 
educational  and  cultural,  for  all  of  Jerusalem. 

Pope  Leo  XIII,  in  1888,  decreed  that  women  be 
admitted  to  the  Order,  and  in  1907,  Pope  St.  Pius  X,  in 
order  to  emphasize  the  position  of  the  Order,  declared  that 
he  himself  would  be  its  Grand  Master.  The  statutes  of  the 
Order  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  decreed  that  branches  may  be 
founded  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  These  divisions  are 
known  as  lieutenancies.  In  1926  a  lieutenancy  was  formed 
in  the  United  States  and  in  1940  subdivided  into  an  Eastern 
and  Western  lieutenancy.  Cardinal  Cooke  is  Grand  Prior  of 
the  Eastern  Lieutenancy  which  numbers  over  1500 
members.

FEMINIST 

Last  Mother's  Day,  the  BEACON,  Sunday  Magazine 
section  of  the  Akron  Beacon  Journal,  carried  a  cover 
picture  of  Mary  Kapper  Barry  '47.  The  feature  story  was 
sub-titled:  "You  don't  find  many  women's  rights  leaders 
with  ten  kids."  Mary  lists  her  profession  as  Feminist, 
mother,  homemaker,  volunteer,  chauffeur,  psychologist, 
teacher,  cook,  wife,  nurse,  24-hour-you-  name-it.  She  is  a 
card-carrying  women's  liberationist,  a  past  president  of  the 
Akron  chapter  of  the  National  Organization  of  Women 
(NOW),  and  an  organizer  of  the  Akron  Women  Against 
Rape  Crisis  Center.  Mary  feels  that  Women's  Liberation 
frees  you  from  having  expectations.  For  example,  Mary  did 
not  expect  to  be  treated  in  any  special  way  on  Mother's 
Day.  "It's  a  day  for  people  it  means  something  to,"  she 
explained.  "Like  my  mother,  who  is  77.  Last  year  I  went  to 
see  her  and  she  waited  on  me.  That  was  important  to  her." 
Mary  hopes  her  children  will  be  her  friends  when  they  grow 
up.  She  feels  that  as  a  mother,  their  successes  don't  make 
her  any  better,  nor  do  their  failures  make  her  worse.  She 
thinks  it  is  much  more  difficult  being  a  mother  today. 
Years  ago  the  roles  were  fixed  and  you  knew  what  was 
expected.  Today,  she  says,  you  are  expected  to  fill  more 
roles,  and  because  she  tried  to  be  a  SuperMom,  as  she  calls 
it,  she  believes  her  children  suffered  from  it.  She  was 
concerned  that  they  looked  nice,  that  they  got  off  to 
church  and  other  outward  things,  whereas  she  should  have 
let  some  of  the  work  go  and  enjoyed  her  family  more. 

Mary  Kapper  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  an  only  child, 
whose  father  was  a  businessman  and  grandfather  a  New 
York  Supreme  Court  judge.  She  remembers  eating  at  Sardi's 
with  the  interesting  people  around.  "I  grew  up  an  adult.  I 
suppose  I  was  one  of  those  precocious  kids.  My  family 
talked  politics."  She  went  through  Catholic  schools  and 
right  after  graduation  from  St.  Joseph's  she  married  John 
Barry,  a  salesman. 

Mary  took  an  interest  in  the  civil  rights  movement  and 
fair  housing  in  Cuyahoga  Falls.  When  her  oldest  son 
wouldn't  go  into  service  during  the  Vietnam  War  and  won 
status  as  a  conscientious  objector,  she  joined  the  anti-war 
protests.  At  this  time  she  realized  she  had  an  identity  of  her 


own  and  not  as  somebody's  wife.  She  started  doing  draft 
counseling,  convinced  that  the  war  was  a  terrible  mistake. 
"Trying  to  relate  that  war  with  my  beliefs  as  a  Christian,  I 
began  to  see  terrible  dichotomies.  I  was  making  no  sense." 
For  three  years,  she  and  John  belonged  to  The  Community, 
a  group  of  underground  Catholics,  because  she  felt  the 
church  was  suffering  from  its  resistance  to  the  changes 
which  were  going  on. 

In  1971,  the  Barrys  moved  to  their  present  home  in 
Akron.  Five  children  are  at  home,  Claire  17,  Matthew  16, 
Daniel  14,  Jeannine  12,  and  Maureen  11.  The  five  oldest 
live  elsewhere:  Mark  25  and  Jim  21  in  Akron,  John  24  a 
student  in  Tucson,  Arizona,  Thomas  22  in  Texas  and  Mary 
Ann  19,  married  and  living  in  Connecticut. 

Mary  and  John  Barry  are  still  Catholics  attending 
services  at  the  Newman  Center  of  Akron  University.  "I 
believe  in  the  basic  tenets  of  the  church,"  says  Mary.  "I 
believe  that  Christ  was  the  son  of  God  that  he  really  did 
come  to  show  us  the  way.  But  I  don't  think  we  have  a 
corner  on  the  truth." 

Mary  no  longer  thinks  of  herself  as  a  full-time 
SuperMom,  alhtough  she  still  cooks,  cleans  house  and 
performs  the  duties  of  a  housewife.  In  addition  to  her  work 
with  NOW,  she  volunteers  as  a  counselor  with  the  Summit 
County  Probation  Department  and  speaks  at  schools  and 
churches  on  the  work  of  the  Rape  Crisis  Center. 

"As  an  only  child,  I  used  to  latch  on  to  big  families  to 
play  with  the  kids.  I  thought  that  was  neat  and  that  I'd  like 
to  have  a  lot  of  children.  I  am  very  happy  to  have  had  a  lot 
of  children.  It's  an  ego  trip  when  people  say,  'Oh,  my,  you 
have  10  children.'  It's  an  accomplishment,  a  satisfaction." 

Maureen,  the  youngest,  complained  "that  all  her 
friends'  mothers  were  younger  than  I  was.  I  said  I  was  sorry 
about  that.  But  Maureen  went  on  to  explain  that  she  didn't 
mean  she  didn't  like  me  the  age  I  was.  It  was  just  that 
maybe  I  wouldn't  live  as  long  as  other  mothers." 

In  June,  Mary  attended  NOWs  National  Conference  in 
Houston,  Texas,  a  type  of  event  that  keeps  her 
"exhilarated."  In  convent  grade  school,  she  learned  that  the 
greatest  thing  you  could  do  was  die  for  what  you  believed. 
"I  don't  think  I'm  heroic,  but  I  guess  I  sort  of  believe  that 
is  still  true."

Students  are  the  life  line  of  the  college.  Without 
students,  there  would  be  no  college.

WHAT    CAN    WE    DO?  As    teachers    or  guidance 
counselors:  Try  to  bring  a  group  of  college-bound  students 


together  perhaps  at  lunch  hour,  after  school  or  at  a 
counselling  class  or  meeting,  so  that  Rosalie  Tutino  or  Ira 
Goldberg  of  our  Recruitment  program,  could  talk  to  them. 
As  parents,  relatives  or  friends  of  a  high  school  student:  Try 
to  have  that  student  invite  a  few  friends  and  classmates  so 
that  Rosalie  or  Ira  could  talk  informally  in  a  home  or 
living-room  atmosphere.  This  "personal  approach"  is  what 
St.  Joseph's  is  all  about. 

The  faculty  at  the  college  has  also  volunteered  its 
services.  If  you  are  a  high  school  teacher,  why  not  invite  a 
faculty  member  to  be  a  "guest  lecturer"  for  a  particular 
topic.  The  students  would  probably  be  impressed  to  have  a 
college  professor  speak  on,  for  example,  the  Arafat  visit.

Social  life  is  not  lacking,  nor  is  involvement  in  each 
others  problems.  There  are  many  fruit  growers  and 
vegetable  farmers  in  the  area.  A  few  years  ago  Anne  was 
particularly  disturbed  by  the  misrepresentation  by  the  news 
media  of  the  migrant  or  farm  laborer.  She  chafed  at  Cesar 
Chavez'  attempt  to  disseminate  misleading  propaganda 
among  radical  parties  in  New  York  City  who  did  not  bother 
to  check  the  facts.  She  strongly  recommended  to  the 
students  of  St.  Joseph's  College,  particularly  the  SDS,  that 
they  read  Ralph  de  Toledano's  Little  Cesar  and  sent  copies 
to  the  college  library.  Many  farm  laborers  do  not  want  to 
belong  to  a  union  because  it  would  deprive  them  of  their 
freedom  of  action  and  reduce  the  size  of  their  paycheck. 
They  do  not  wish  compulsory  unionism.  They  wish  to 
exercise  their  right  to  choose,  whether  it  be  one  union  or 
another  or  none. 

For  example,  in  South  Orange  County,  New  York,  the 
migrant  worker  arrives,  generally  from  Texas  (having  picked 
an  early  crop  there),  with  his  whole  family,  late  in  May  and 
leaves  after  the  onions  are  harvested  in  late  August.  When 
he  returns  to  Texas,  where  his  children  attend  school,  the 
parents  work  to  harvest  the  fall  onion  crop.  In  most  cases 
the  migrants  travel  between  certain  farmers  year  after  year. 
The  farmer  and  laborer  work  well  together  and  each 
benefits  from  the  sound  labor-management  relationship. 
These  laborers  are  provided  with  housing  —  which  has  been 
carefully  inspected  by  N.Y.  State  Health  Officials  —  and 


utilities  for  which  he  does  not  have  to  pay.  Some  of  the 
laborers  or  migrants  work  through  harvest  season  into 
winter  and  obtain  jobs  sorting  and  repacking  produce  for 
sale  on  the  market.  Hudson  Valley  fruit  growers  use 
"off-shore"  laborers  who  come  from  Jamaica  and  are 
incredibly  skillful  pickers.  These  men  are  paid  by  the  basket 
or  box  and  do  so  well  that  when  they  return  to  Jamaica, 
they  can  live  on  their  wages.  The  United  States  government 
wants  unemployed  Americans  to  be  used,  but  they  are  not 
skilled  and  the  fruit  would  not  be  properly  harvested.  Thus 
the  farmer  would  lose  his  crop  due  to  poor  handling,  and  he 
would  have  to  give  up  and  seek  work  elsewhere.  This  means 
fewer  orchards,  less  produce  with  resulting  higher  prices  to 
consumers. 

The  Honeywell  farm  of  about  125  acres  is  within  two 
hours'  driving  time  from  New  York  City.  The  lovely  old 
farm  house,  set  on  a  little  rise  is  as  modern  and  as  well 
equipped  inside  as  the  best  of  new  housing,  yet  has  the 
charm  of  country  living.  The  dinner  which  your  editors 
were  served  was  home  grown,  home  baked  and  delicious 
and  elegantly  served.  Obviously  happy  with  farm  life,  Anne 
said,  "You  have  to  be  a  special  type  of  person  to  like  being 
a  farmer." 

Allen  Jr.  attends  Cobbleskill  State  College,  Missouri, 
and  is  majoring  in  Agricultural  Engineering.  Their  two 
daughters  attend  schools  in  the  area.

GOLDEN  JUBILEE 


Sister  Consuela  Marie 
Mildred  Duffy  '21 


In  college,  Mildred  wore  very  high  heels  and  had  very 
high  marks.  Her  particular  kind  of  "unperturbed  pace"  left 
plenty  of  time  for  other  things.  She  played  Ismene  to 
Agnita's  Antigone  and  was  a  prime  mover  in  our  special 
type  of  Class  Action.  Her  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  was 
granted  Summa  cum  Laude.  An  M.A.  from  Fordham  was 
her  next  swift  achievement.  Shortly  after,  Mildred  became  a 
member  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament,  the  order 
founded  by  Mother  Katherine  Drexel,  surely  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  women  of  the  past  hundred  years.  A  long 
time  later,  Mildred  was  to  write  Mother  Katherine's 
definitive  biography. 

As  Sister  Consuela  Marie,  our  classmate's  life  has  been 
so  crowded  with  accomplished  missions,  that  one  wonders 
how  she  has  managed  to  do  all  that  she  has  done.  While 
editing  a  community  magazine  and  directing  publicity  for 
her  order,  she  found  time  to  add  an  M.A.  in  theology  to  her 
record  of  scholarship.  As  Associate  Professor  of  Theology 
at  Xavier  University  in  New  Orleans,  she  enjoyed  teaching 
this  subject  —  the  best-loved  of  her  studies.  Indeed,  more 
than  twenty  of  her  theological  essays  have  been  published 
here  and  in  England. 

Through  the  years,  she  has  never  abandoned  the 
writing  of  poetry  and  her  poems  have  more  than  a  fleeting 
beauty.  Her  "Letter  to  Edith  Stein"  reveals  an  understand- 
ing and  love  that  would  have  delighted  the  martyred 
Carmelite. 

Sister  has  been  to  Ireland  to  seek  vocations  and  to 
Rome  to  offer  Pope  Paul  a  copy  of  her  splendid  "Mother 
Katherine  Drexel."  This  biography  not  only  tells  a 
fascinating  story  but  gives  a  fresh  account  of  American 
social  history  during  the  past  hundred  years.  As  one  would 
expect,  a  prayerful  effort  is  being  made  for  the 
beatification  of  Mother  Drexel.  At  the  moment,  Sister 
Consuela  Marie  is  Resource  Person  for  the  Cause  of 
Katherine  Drexel  and  is  a  leading  authority  on  the  life  and 
times  of  the  Philadelphia  girl  who  was  to  accomplish  so 
much  during  her  astounding  career. 

Having  crisscrossed  the  country  several  times  giving 
lectures  and  talks  about  the  Foundress,  Sister  is  now,  more 
or  less,  at  home  working  in  her  Resource  office  at  St. 
Elizabeths,  Cornwell's  Heights,  Pennsylvania.  Recently,  she 
has  been  asked  by  the  history  section  of  the  Bishop's 
Committee  for  the  Bicentennial  to  contribute  an  article  on 
Mother  Drexel. 

Sister  Consuela  Marie  will  celebrate  her  Golden 
Anniversary  as  a  Sister  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  on 
September  1st,  1975.

LIVING  IN  EUROPE 

Excerpts  from  a  letter  to  Sister  Joseph  Damien  from 
Ada  Tracey  Stankard  '62.  Ada  received  her  Masters  Degree 
from  the  University  of  Rochester  in  August  1974.  She  was 
born  in  Scotland  and  left  there  when  she  was  twelve  years 
old.  Now  living  in  England,  where  her  husband  is  studying 
Management  and  Revitalization  for  Kodak's  English  firm, 
she  tells  of  her  life  and  travels  there  with  her  husband  and 
three  children,  Cathy  10,  Jamie  8  and  John  7. 

"I'm  glad  you  enjoyed  the  card  from  Bayeux.  .  .  yes  I 
did  remember  your  talking  about  it  in  English  History.  We 
spent  a  night  in  Rouen,  visiting  the  Cathedral.  On  our  way 
to  France,  we  spent  a  day  and  a  half  in  Canterbury.  .  .  loved 
the  Cathedral  and  the  town.  We  visited  the  Normandy 
landing  beaches  -  the  Museum,  the  U.S.A.  Memorial 
Park  —  all  those  white  crosses  midst  lovely  flowers,  trees 
shrubs  and  the  panoramic,  peaceful  view  of  the  channel! 
Then  on  to  Bayeaux  and  to  Mont.  St.  Michel.  Disappointed 
there  —  too  touristy.  To  Chartres  —  the  Cathedral 
magnificent  —  Such  beauty!  We  went  to  Versailles  —  spent 
a  day  in  Paris  —  top  of  Eiffel  Tower. 

One  of  the  best  parts  of  our  trip  were  our  lunches.  Each 
day  we  would  stop  in  a  charcuterie  and  buy  several  pates, 
sliced  meat,  salad  and  wine  (squash  for  the  kids)  and 
French  bread.  We  were  then  all  set  for  a  picnic  at  the  side 
of  the  road.  The  kids  loved  it  and  so  did  we.  We  enjoyed 
driving  through  the  country,  seeing  the  women  in  the  little 
villages  going  and  coming  from  market  with  their  long 
loaves  of  bread.  .  .  of  course  every  village  had  a  lovely  and 
very  old  church. 

In  June  I  spent  two  weeks  visiting  primary  schools  as 
part  of  my  independent  study  for  Dr.  Elkind.  The  schools 
are  open  or  informal  or  have  adopted  the  Plowden 
Committee  Report.  I  saw  some  excellent  teaching  but  had 
some  reservations  regarding  the  lack  of  skill  drill.  I  think 
that  it  is  a  necessary  albeit  not  always  so  interesting  a  part 
of  learning  to  read  and  write.  There  is  much  emphasis  on 
creativity,  and  I  like  that,  but  the  other  is  needed  too.  I 
think  that  teachers  are  more  respected  here  by  parents  and 
administrators.  The  headmasters  tend  to  be  the  most 
successful  teachers,  whereas  in  the  U.S.  the  opposite  is  all 
too  often  the  case.  School  starts  at  9:00,  ends  at  3:45  with 
an  hour  and  a  half  off  for  dinner.  I  would  love  to  see  that 
adopted  in  the  United  States.  Teachers  come  back  refreshed 
and  students  return  de-energized.  Size  contributes  here  .  .  . 
with  only  200  to  feed,  it  is  possible  to  have  three  sittings  at 
a  reasonable  time.  There  is  much  less  commercially 
prepared  material  used  here,  which  also  had  its  good  and 
bad  points.  It  is  great  if  the  teacher  is  creative,  otherwise  its 
bad.  In  the  U.S.  it  is  great  to  have  all  that  help  if  only 
teachers  would  not  become  totally  dependent  on  it. 

I  had  a  visit  from  my  father  and  some  cousins.  While 
they  were  here  I  was  desperately  trying  to  get  my  paper  for 
Dr.  Athey  typed  and  my  paper  for  Dr.  Elkind  written  and 
typed.  The  term  ended  on  August  3  but  since  we  were 
leaving  for  Yugoslavia  on  July  19,  I  had  to  mail  them 
before  we  left. 

We  loved  Yugoslavia.  The  hotel  we  stayed  in  was  in 
Porec  which  is  on  the  Istrian  Peninsula  just  across  the 
Adriatic  from  Venice.  The  weather  was  incredible  so  we 
spent  a  lot  of  time  around  the  pool  soaking  in  the  sun. 
Unfortunately  the  sea  was  full  of  sea  urchins,  so  we  avoided 


that.  .  .  also  the  beach  was  a  pebble  beach,  not  comfortable 
to  lie  on.  We  took  three  excursions.  The  first  was  to  Venice. 
We  decided  to  go  by  bus,  which  though  the  longest  way,  we 
figured  it  the  best  for  seeing  the  countryside.  It  was  a  good 
choice.  The  guide  we  had  was  excellent  and  very  honest  in 
telling  the  country's  problems.  It  was  interesting  to  travel 
through  all  the  villages  and  note  the  influence  of  the 
Venetians  who  controlled  the  area  for  such  a  long  time  (e.g. 
separate  bell  towers  on  the  churches  —  red  tiled  roofs.)  We 
left  the  hotel  at  7:00  stopping  for  continental  breakfast 
halfway  between  Porec  and  Trieste.  It  was  interesting  to 
note  the  difference  when  we  crossed  the  border.  The 
Yugoslavs  were  all  business  and  since  Americans  need  visas, 
our  passports  were  checked  with  great  seriousness.  On  the 
Italian  side,  the  guy  came  on  the  bus,  said  hello  to 
everyone,  waved,  smiled  and  got  off. 

We  arrived  in  Venice  just  before  lunch,  took  the  boat 
taxi  to  St.  Marks  where  we  had  a  short  tour,  then  on  to  the 
Murano  Glass  Factory  where  we  saw  glass  blowing.  We  went 
back  to  the  Square  and  had  lunch.  There  we  were  eating 
our  food,  drinking  our  wine,  sitting  in  the  sun,  listening  to 
the  violins  play  "Fascination"  and  watching  the  pigeons.  . . 
I  had  to  pinch  myself  to  be  sure  I  wasn't  dreaming.  We  had 
a  tour  of  St.  Marks,  then  took  a  gondola  ride  down  the 
back  waterways.  The  return  bus  at  6  o'clock  brought  us 
back  to  our  hotel  about  mid-night. 

The  next  excursion,  also  by  bus,  was  to  the  Postojna 
Caves  and  the  Lipica  stud  farm.  The  caves  were 
breathtakingly  beautiful.  At  the  stud  farm,  where  the 
famous  Lippanzanner  stallions  are  raised  (although  one 
associates  Vienna  with  them,  the  stud  farm  has  remained  in 
Yugoslavia  where  it  was  started  during  the  time  when  the 
area  was  controlled  by  the  Austro-Hungarian  Empire)  we 
visited  the  stalls  and  saw  the  show. 

Three  days  later  we  took  our  last  excursion  -  this  time 
a  boat  trip  up  the  Lim  Fjords  and  then  on  to  Rovinj  for  a 
short  tour.  We  also  visited  the  basilica  in  Porec  which  dates 
from  the  sixth  century.  Many,  many  more  people  in 
Yugoslavia  spoke  English  than  we  encountered  in  France  so 
we  had  no  language  problem.  I  do  plan  to  study  either 
German  or  Spanish  to  make  up  for  my  deficiency  in  this  area. 

We  were  supposed  to  be  going  to  Greece  in  October, 
but  with  all  the  trouble  there,  the  holiday  was 
undersubscribed  so  we  are  going  to  Mallorca  instead.  One 
week  after  we  returned  from  Yogoslavia,  a  priest  friend  of 
ours  from  Washington  D.C.,  Jack  Macfarlane,  arrived  for 
three  weeks.  With  him  we  saw  the  Changing  of  the  Guard, 
Westminster  Abbey  and  Westminster  Hall.  The  day  he  left 
some  friends  of  ours  from  the  Island  arrived.  We  took  them 
to  Woburn  Abbey  and  to  dinner  at  Hatfield  House,  where 
they  have  an  Elizabethan  banquet  every  Tuesday  and 
Saturday  at  the  Old  Palace,  the  only  surviving  Elizabethan 
building. 

After  they  left,  we  picked  up  our  rented  motorized 
caravan  and  the  six  of  us  took  off  for  a  week  of  camping  in 
the  Lake  District  and  the  Scottish  Highlands.  Our  quarters 
were  cramped  but  cozy.  We  covered  a  lot  of  miles  and  had  a 
fantastic  time.  It's  too  bad  so  many  people  come  to 
England  and  see  nothing  but  London.  While  we  were  in 
Oban  we  spent  a  day  on  the  Isles  of  Mull  and  Iona.  It  was 
the  best  tour  we  have  had.  Our  bus  driver  was  a  gem, 
regaling  us  with  stories  of  the  Islands'  history,  reciting 
Burns'  poetry  and  telling  us  other  interesting  tidbits.

Many  of  you  will  remember  Marthe  Quinotte,  who 
served  as  registrar  at  St.  Joseph's  College  from  1938 
through  1943.  Marthe  died  at  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  last 
April  after  a  long  illness. 

She  had  been  counselor  at  the  Center  for  the 
Development  of  Human  Resources  at  Towson  State  College 
for  the  past  nine  years  and  earlier  served  as  personnel 
director  for  the  Baltimore  Welfare  Department.  Marthe  had 
also  done  similar  work  for  a  number  of  commercial  and 
industrial  firms  among  them  Stewart  and  Company.  During 
World  War  II  she  served  as  director  of  civilian  employee 
relations  for  the  Army  at  Governor's  Island,  NY.  She  had 
been  a  member  of  the  national  board  of  the  Camp  Fire 
Girls,  was  active  with  the  Baltimore  Association  for 
Retarded  Children  and  had  done  volunteer  work  for  St. 
Ignatius  Church. 

She  is  survived  by  her  parents,  Mrs.  Juliette  Quinotte  of 
New  York  and  Pierre  Quinotte  of  France.

CO-AUTHOR 


Of  great  interest  to  financial  analysts  as  well  as  the 
small  investor  is  a  book  entitled:  Investment  Values  in  a 
Dynamic  World:  The  Collected  Papers  of  Nicholas 
Molodovsky,  which  was  published  last  December  by  the 
Financial  Analysts  Research  Foundation.  Catherine  May 
'35  was  assistant  to  Mr.  Molodovsky  from  1950  until  his 
sudden  death  in  1969  and  wrote  Part  III  of  this  book.  She 
developed  for  him  the  combination  of  formulae  involved  in 
determining  the  present  value  of  common  stocks,  based  on 
the  growth  rate  of  their  earnings  and  the  rate  of  return 
desired  on  the  money  invested.  The  uniqueness  of  the 
resulting  computerized  tables  is  the  necessity  of  making 
only  one  assumption,  the  expected  growth  rate  of  earnings. 
Catherine  at  present  is  a  security  salesman  with  White,  Weld 
and  Co.,  Inc.  Using  these  tables,  she  has  been  able  to 
maintain  positive  results  on  her  clients'  portfolios  in  spite 
of  market  fluctuations.  This  year  she  received  a  diamond 
studded  gold  watch  at  a  dinner  honoring  all  employees  who 
completed  25  years  of  service  with  White,  Weld.

I  am  working  two  mornings  a  week  —  as  a  volunteer  — 
in  the  school  the  children  attend.  I  am  with  5  to  7  year  olds 
helping  with  reading  and  math.  I  also  have  bridge  and  horse 
back  riding  lessons,  and  will  be  starting  language  classes  next 
week.  On  top  of  that  we  are  going  to  Austria  in  January  for 
a  week  of  skiing  and  since  none  of  us  skis,  we  are  taking 
lessons  Sunday  afternoons.  I  also  like  to  go  to  London  at 
least  every  other  week  for  shopping  and  museum  visiting  on 
my  own.  We  have  a  list  of  places  we  want  to  visit  with  the 
children  and  have  seen  most  of  them  except  the  museums 
which  we  are  saving  for  cold,  rainy  winter  days.  I  did  take 
the  children  to  Madame  Taussads.  .  .  they  liked  it  but  I  was 
disappointed-having  remembered  it  to  be  much  more 
exciting.  As  you  can  see  I  am  as  busy  as  I  ever  was  in 
America. 

With  all  our  company,  I  haven't  done  too  much  reading. 
Just  finished  Ralph  Martin's  Lady  Randolph  Churchill 
which  I  thoroughly  enjoyed.  I'm  now  inspired  to  start  on 
the  two-volume  work  by  her  grandson  on  his  father, 
Winston.  I  also  read  The  First  Four  Georges  by  Plumb, 
beautifully  written  and  a  good  review  of  the  four  reigns. 
Read  Green  Darkness  just  after  we  returned  from 
Yugoslavia  and  loved  it.  It  is  an  interesting  story  which 
gives  good  insight  into  Tudor  England  and  the  Dissolution. 
Also  read  Moray  McLaren's  Bonnie  Prince  Charlie. 

With  the  British  election  only  two  weeks  off,  I'm 
getting  a  good  chance  to  observe  it  first  hand.  This  country 
has  some  grave  economic  problems,  much  worse  than  the 
U.S.  and  there  is  much  greater  division  between  the  two 
parties  than  there  is  at  home.  I  saw  A.J. P.  Taylor  on  T.V. 
and  he  described  it  this  way.  .  .  the  Tories  want  to  cure 
inflation  at  the  expense  of  the  poor  and  the  Laborites  want 
to  cure  it  at  the  expense  of  the  rich.  That  is  an  over 
simplification,  but  certainly  the  way  people  see  it.  Trade 
Unions  have  much  more  power  here  than  in  the  U.S.  which 
of  course  is  understandable  if  one  studies  the  history  of  the 
respective  movements. 

We  are  still  enjoying  life  in  England  very  much.  .  .  it's  a 
nice  country  and  the  people  have  been  very  friendly.  As  it 
stands  now  we  expect  to  be  coming  home  in  April."

I  give  you  here  a  brief  glimpse  of  some  of  the  high-lights 
of  this  new  leisure  (???).  My  background  was  in  the 
secondary  and  college  field  of  the  communication  arts  — 
speaking,  writing,  reading,  and  listening.  (I  would  really  like 
to  give  a  course  to  administrators  of  senior  citizen  projects 
on  this  last  art.)

Wide  age  range  and  diversity  of  background  and  interest 
presented  a  challenge.  My  group  included  a  retired  actress,  a 
former  missionary  worker,  a  prospective  bride,  a  banker,  as 
well  as  a  comparatively  young  wife  of  a  senior  citizen.

The  information  gleaned  from  the  questionnaire 
dictated  the  format.  Each  session  had  a  central  theme  with 
links  of  nostalgia,  the  recent  past,  and  the  vibrant 
contemporary  scene. 

"We've  Come  a  Long  Way,  Baby"  might  well  have 
entitled  the  session  that  ranged  from  Augusta  Evans'  St. 
Elmo  with  its  1866  premise  that  "a  true  wife  in  her 
husband's  house  is  his  servant;  it  is  in  his  heart  that  she  is 
queen"  to  Ayn  Rand's  Atlas  Shrugged  with  its  morality  of 
the  rational  self-interest. 

Empathy  was  the  theme  of  another  session  -  empathy 
for  minorities;  for  young  people,  the  drifters  of  Michener; 
for  the  non-conformists;  for  any  group  alien  to  the 
traditions  of  those  who  sat  before  me.  Humor  through  the 
Decades,  Books  to  Give  to  Your  Grandchildren,  Characters 
Whom  We've  Hated  were  among  the  topics  that  enlivened 
our  meetings. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum  are  my  teenagers 
whose  sentiments  I  wish  still  to  know.  Therefore,  I 
substitute  a  couple  of  days  a  month  in  Red  Bank  Regional 
High  School  from  which  I  formally  retired  in  June,  1973. 1 
can't  substitute  too  often  because  it  interferes  with  my 
swimming  and  my  health  spa  activities.  At  long  last,  I  have 
time  to  swim  almost  as  much  as  I  want  to.  At  one  point  in 
time,  I  held  membership  in  a  winter  swim  club,  the 
Y.M.C.A.  pool,  and  a  health  spa  with  a  pool.  (It  just 
happened  that  the  membership  of  one  club  began  before 
my  credit  in  the  other  ran  out,  but  I  did  have  a  fantastic 
time  for  a  couple  of  months.)  My  relaxing  summer  months 
are  spent  at  Sea  Bright,  New  Jersey  where  I  meet  many  St. 
Joe's  grads  on  the  sands.  January  finds  me  in  Fort 
Lauderdale  (I  stay  at  the  Pillars  on  North  Birch  Road.  Look 
me  up.)  The  month  of  May  will  be  highlighted  by  a  trip  to

A  TRIBUTE  TO  MARGARET  GARDINER  RIGNEY 


Away  back  in  the  spring  of  1934  a  long  and  thorough 
search  for  a  nursery  school  teacher  culminated  in  the  arrival 
of  Margaret  M.  Gardiner  from  Renovo,  Pa.  to  our  campus. 
A  graduate  of  Lock  Haven  State  Teachers  College  and  a 
graduate  student  in  Teachers  College,  Columbia,  this  lovely 
and  gracious  young  woman  endeared  herself  to  the  classes 
from  1935  to  1942  as  she  accepted  the  challenge  of 
inaugurating  a  completely  uncharted  specialization  in  the 
Catholic  College  community.  Under  the  leadership  of 
Monsignor  Dillon  and  the  chairmanship  of  Doctor  Edward 
Van  Ormer,  she  taught  the  nursery  school  children  and  the 
college  students  who  pioneered  along  with  her. 

A  woman  acclaimed  by  all  as  a  great  teacher  and  leader, 
inflamed  by  a  solidly  Christian  philosophy  of  life, 
charming,  cultured,  and  accessible  to  everyone,  ...  on  her 
we  bestow  the  highest  accolades.  To  her  rightfully  belongs 


the  credit  for  initiating  a  program  that  gradually  grew  into 
our  Child  Study  Department  and  its  Dillon  Center.  She 
sparked  the  interest  and  trained  many  alumnae  who  have 
since  made  major  contributions  to  the  field  of  early 
childhood.  One  cannot  help  remembering  her  words. 
However,  it  is  her  spirit,  her  personification  of  expertise 
with  the  very  young  that  lives  after  her. 

She  met  Edward  Rigney  in  February  1941  and  they 
were  married  in  1944.  She  left  St.  Joseph's  campus  in  May 
1943,  but  continued  in  the  field,  finished  a  doctoral  disser- 
tation on  teaching  practices,  served  on  Hunter  College's 
faculty  from  1957  to  her. retirement  in  1972.  Mrs.  Rigby 
died  on  February  5th  of  this  year.  As  her  bereaved  husband 
recently  wrote  "She  felt  a  great  loyalty  to  St.  Joseph's 
College,  admired  Father  Dillon  greatly,  and  cherished  her 
associations  with  the  present  members  of  the  Dillon  staff." 


1975  ALUMNI  LUNCHEON 


This  year's  Alumni  Luncheon  was  held  on  April  26th, 
not  in  the  affluent  atmosphere  of  a  Manhattan  hotel,  as  it  had 
been  for  so  many  years,  but  in  the  pleasant  dining  hall  of 
the  Immaculate  Conception  Seminary  in  delightful, 
surburban  Douglaston,  Queens. 

Mass  was  concelebrated  beforehand  in  the  beautiful 
chapel  there,  with  Monsignor  Francis  X.  Fitzgibbon  the 
chief  celebrant.  Monsignor  Fitzgibbon  also  delivered  the 
homily,  remembering  the  deceased  alumni  and  faculty,  then 
praising  the  alumni  for  "carrying  on  the  tradition  of 
Christian  life"  and  finally  extolling  Monsignor  William  T. 
Dillon  who  from  1920  to  1955  as  teacher,  dean  and 
president  prepared  St.  Joseph's  students  "for  all  categories 
of  life"  and  gave  them  "a  solid  standard  of  what  Christian 
living  really  meant."  Mary  Camper  McGinnis  from  the 
Golden  Jubilee  Class  and  Eileen  Mahony  Hoban  from  the 
Silver  Jubilee  Class  read  the  petitions  of  the  faithful.  All  the 


members  of  1925  participated  in  the  offertory  procession. 
After  Mass  Alumni  and  friends  strolled  leisurely  to  the 
dining  hall  and  when  all  were  seated  a  champagne  toast  was 
offered  to  the  honored  classes.  Luncheon  was  served  family 
style  which  contributed  to  the  relaxed  intimacy  of  the 
meal.  At  its  conclusion  each  member  of  the  Class  of  1925 
was  presented  with  a  scroll  with  the  blessing  of  Pope  Paul. 

Always  of  keen  interest  to  the  alumni  were  the  closing 
remarks  of  SJC  president,  Sister  George  Aquin.  They 
reviewed  events  at  the  college  during  the  past  year,  a  brief 
summary  of  the  fiscal  situation  and  her  contagious  and 
positive  hopes  for  the  coming  year. 

Many  thanks  are  due  Helene  Lane  Lent  '47  and  Marie 
Carroll  Daly  '43,  who  chaired  the  successful  event,  for  their 
cheerful,  untiring  efforts  and  to  their  committees  who 
worked  so  well  with  them. 


Kathleen  Champagne  Kergaravat  '61 

RIGHT  TO  LIFE  IN  CONNECTICUT 

Kathleen  Champagne  Kergaravat,  the  Executive  Direct- 
or, '61  has  done  outstanding  work  in  the  Connecticut  Right 
to  Life  Corporation,  of  which  her  husband,  Roger  is 
Chairman.  She  has  made  a  three  pronged  attack  on  abortion 
—  through  educational  curriculum,  media  coverage  and 
legislation.  Twelve  radio  shows  since  January  1975  have 
carried  her  message.  On  March  24,  1975  she  testified  before 
the  Connecticut  State  Senate  Committee  on  Public  Health 
and  Safety.  She  spoke  for  a  bill  S-264,  drawn  up  by  the 
Legal  Advisory  Board  of  the  CRLC  prohibiting  experi- 
mentation on  unborn  and/or  born  children  if  such 
experimentation  was  not  to  safeguard  the  life  of  that  child. 
The  bill  passed  the  Committee  14-8  and  then  was  sent  to 
the  floor  of  the  House  and  Senate  (Connecticut  State 
Legislature).  Part  of  her  speech  was  carried  on  Channel  3 
and  Channel  8  News  Programs  on  March  24.  Front  page 
newspaper  coverage  was  carried  by  the  Bridgeport  Post  on 
March  20.  The  Trumbull  Times  and  the  Catholic  Transcript 
published  articles  on  Kathy's  work  and  the  Bridgeport  Post 
is  now  working  on  an  article  concerning  the  efforts  of  the 
group  to  write  a  pro-life  curriculum  for  the  schools. 

Kathleen  cited  documented,  repulsive  instances  of 
experimentation  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  and  an  article  from  the 
New  England  Journal  of  Medicine  dated  May  18,  1972 
describing  experimentation  with  prisoners.  So  far  she  has  to 
her  credit  10  radio  programs,  3  T.V.  shows  and  has  made  a 
tape  for  the  "Voice  of  America"  by  the  Dick  Bartell  Show. 

Kathy's  goal  is  to  add  an  amendment  to  the  U.S. 
Constitution:  "Protect  life  from  fertilization  until  natural 
death,  regardless  of  its  stage,  age  or  condition  of 
dependency."  Kathy,  we  know,  is  not  the  only  S.J.C. 
graduate  active  in  this  noble  work.  For  the  rest  of  us  she 
answers  the  burning  question,  "What  can  I  do?" 

1.  Write  letters  when  directives  and  phone  chain  alerts 
are  sent  to  you. 

2.  Let  the  proper  authority  (i.e.  Conn.  Right  to  Life 
Corp.,  etc)  know  when  you  hear  a  radio  or  T.V.  program 
giving  pro-abortion  side;  equal  time  will  be  given. 

3.  Bring  speakers  to  your  town  clubs  and  organizations 
from  anti-abortion  groups.  There  is  no  charge. 

4.  Be  aware  of  what  is  being  discussed  in  your  local  high 
schools  so  that  both  sides  are  presented. 

5.  Picket  your  local  abortion  clinic.  Have  with  you 
some  anti-abortion  material  as  well  as  the  names  of  places 
where  couples  or  girls  may  go  for  help.  Mary  Maher  '32  has 
been  doing  this  regularly  once  a  week  and  has  seen  positive 
results  and  some  relieved  youngsters. 

St.  Joseph's  is  proud  of  Kathy  (mother  of  five  children 
who  range  in  age  from  three  to  ten)  and  all  her  other 
graduates  who  reflect  the  ethical  benefits  of  four  years 
spent  in  our  Alma  Mater.

During  the  past  decade  the  general  public  has  become 
much  more  aware  of  the  important  service  performed  by 
the  members  of  local  school  boards.  Undoubtedly  many  of 
our  alumni  are  involved  in  this  dedicated  work  but  one  who 
has  come  to  our  attention  is  Arleen  Anderson  Walsh  '39 
who  has  just  been  reelected  to  the  Cranford  (New  Jersey) 
Board  of  Education. 

Arleen  had  previously  been  vice-president  of  the  board 
and  when  the  president  resigned  in  mid-term  she  was 
unanimously  elected  to  serve  as  president.  However,  she 
chose  not  to  run  for  reelection  as  president  in  March 
because  so  much  is  coming  up  in  her  own  family  during  the 
next  few  months.

ST.  JOSEPH'S  ALUMNI  EXHIBIT  AT 
THE  COLLEGE  ART  SHOW 

The  Art  Department  of  St.  Joseph's  College  has 
consistently  been  expanding  its  offerings  and  scope  each 
year,  since  the  Fine  Arts  Program  was  established  as  an  area 
of  concentration  in  1966.  As  a  result  of  this  expanded 
program,  three  students,  who  graduated  from  the  college 
with  an  area  of  concentration  in  Fine  Arts,  are  now 
continuing  their  art  studies  in  a  graduate  program  of  art 
education  for  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels  at 
Brooklyn  College. 

Two  of  these  students  returned  to  St.  Joseph's  this  year 
to  exhibit  their  work  at  the  Annual  Spring  Art  Show.  Joy 
Pelligrino  '74  exhibited  five  India  ink  drawings  and 
etchings,  including  an  intriguing  interpretation  of  the 
theme,  "The  Temptation  of  Eve"  and  Fran  Onofrio  '73, 
who  will  receive  her  Master's  in  Art  Education  this  June, 
exhibited  four  sensitive  expressionistic  sculptures. 

The  undergraduate  exhibit  this  year  was  colorful  and 
varied,  including  such  pieces  as  a  sculptured  ceramic 
fountain  with  rocks,  shells  and  a  snail,  complete  with 
gurgling  water  and  a  miniature  pump,  done  by  Debbie 
Bocchino  '78,  who  also  painted  a  five  foot  batik  hanging, 
using  wax  resist  and  dyes.  Jayne  Scansaroli  '77  designed 
and  created  a  terra  cotta  frame  for  a  wall  mirror  and  a  three 
by  five  foot  "mola"  panel  in  brilliant  reds,  oranges  and 
golds,  created  in  a  multi-layered  technique  developed  by 
the  Indians  on  an  island  off  the  coast  of  Panama.  Other 
works  included  an  Oriental  lacquered  screen  painting, 
blockprints  in  varying  colors  and  themes,  yarn  designs,  sand 
casting  relief  sculptures  and  three-dimensional  rooms  with 
hand  made  furniture  and  furnishings,  created  by  the 
interior  design  students.  Paintings  ranged  from  a  delicate 
desert  scene  by  Joanne  Berezowski  '75,  who  exhibited  the 
most  pieces  in  the  show,  to  a  bold  cubistic  still  life  by 
Teresa  McBride  '76,  sold  at  the  end  of  the  exhibit  to  Dr. 
Radus  of  the  French  Department  at  the  college. 

Over  one  hundred  fifty  works  were  exhibited  at  the 
show  and  thirty-five  students  participated.  Miss  Josephine 
Belloso  who  is  head  of  the  Art  Department  and  solely 
responsible  for  it  has  tried  to  give  the  students  as 
comprehensive  an  artistic  experience  as  possible  by 
introducing  them  to  a  wide  variety  of  techniques,  materials 


and  approaches.  In  addition  to  the  art  history  classes, 
students  can  take  courses  in  drawing,  painting,  ceramics, 
interior  design  and  two  other  studio  courses  that  teach 
silk -screen  printing,  mosaics,  stained  glass,  batik,  rug-making 
and  sculpture.  A  workshop  is  also  offered  as  an  option  to 
art  club  students  who  wish  to  develop  individualized 
projects. 

Miss  Belloso,  as  well  as  her  art  students,  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  this  annual  art  show  which  impressed  and 
delighted  those  who  visited  it.  It  is  now  an  event  that  the 
college  looks  forward  to  in  springtime.

ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS 

Sister  M.  Natalie  Hamill  became  the  first  sister  of  St. 
Joseph  of  the  Brentwood  Congregation  to  celebrate  her 
100th  birthday.  The  date  was  September  7th,  1975  and  as 
if  that  isn's  claim  enough,  the  glory  is  compounded  by 
having  in  her  family  tree  a  national  hero  who  died  in  the 
defense  of  Bunker  Hill  which  is  celebrated  in  this  National 
Bicentennial  Year!  Sister  remembers  that  all  branches  of 
her  Grandmother  Fannie  Warren's  family  had  in  their 
homes,  a  copy  of  the  print  which  depicts  General  Joseph 
Warren  dying  in  the  arms  of  his  comrades  at  the  historical 
battle  of  the  American  Revolution. 

Rosalia  Hamill,  who  was  a  graduate  of  the  second  class 
of  the  new  Maxwell  Training  School,  had  taught  six  years  in 
P.S.  33  before  entering  the  Congregation  of  St.  Joseph  on 
March  19,  1900.  In  1917  she  received  her  B.A.  degree  from 
St.  John's  University.  After  various  teaching  assignments, 
she  was  appointed  community  supervisor. 

With  a  master's  degree  and  a  doctorate  of  English 
completed  by  1925,  Sister  Natalie  was  assigned  to  St. 
Joseph's  College  where  she  served  for  17  years,  teaching 
and  also  as  Chairman  of  the  English  Department  and  Dean 
of  Women. 

In  the  forties  and  fifties,  Sister's  experience  and  zeal 
were  channeled  into  the  role  of  Superior/Principal  in  several 
Brooklyn  and  Queens  schools.  A  resident  of  Maria  Regina 
in  Brentwood  since  1968,  she  is  still  blessed  with  the 
memory,  wit  and  wisdom  so  many  of  us  will  recall. 

A  concelebrated  Mass  and  party  were  held  in  her  honor 
and  Sister  received  among  the  many  messages  of 
congratulation  one  from  President  Ford  and  one  from 
Governor  Carey,  as  well  as  a  special  Papal  Belssing.

ADOPTED  BY  KIWANIS  CLUB 

The  highlight  of  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  of

University's  Humanities  Doctoral  Program  and  the 
thirty-one  business  men,  who  make  up  the  membership  of 
the  club,  will  help  her  financially  with  her  living  expenses. 

She  has  been  assigned  by  them  to  write  thehistory  of 
Coney  Island  for  the  BiCentennial  Celebration.  Working 
with  the  Club's  historical  committee,  her  written 
documents  will  be  compiled  into  a  book.  Sister  Kathryn,  an 
English  teacher  at  Bishop  Kearney  High  School,  majored  in 
English  and  History  at  St.  Joseph's  and  received  a  Master's 
degree  in  English  from  Booklyn  College. 


SISTER  AMATA'S  SURVEY  OF  '74 

A  survey  of  the  graduates  of  1974,  both  Brooklyn  and 
Brentwood,  indicated  the  following  heartening 
information:  About  56%  were  continuing  their  education, 
40%  part-time  and  16%  full-time.  **  Of  those  who 
graduated  on  either  of  the  teaching  plans,  close  to  60% 
were  teaching,  with  another  25%  employed.  When  those 
who  were  continuing  their  education  full-time  are  added, 
this  accounts  for  nearly  everyone.  **  Probably  among  the 
25%  who  are  otherwise  employed,  there  are  21%  who  are 
seeking  teaching  positions.  However,  some  of  this  21%  are 
actually  teaching,  but  are  seeking  other  positions  in 
teaching  because  they  wish  to  change  either  the  grade  level 
or  to  move  to  a  more  "traditional"  or  a  more  "flexible" 
school,  etc.  **  About  17%  are  seeking  non-teaching  in 
various  fields.  **  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  very  recently, 
when  I  went  through  the  list  of  all  graduates  who  majored 
in  mathematics  on  the  B  plan  over  the  past  several  years, 
every  one  of  them  was  teaching  or  had  a  job  which  was 
sufficiently  satisfactory  that  an  offer  of  teaching  in  high 
school  was  refused!  Maybe  the  moral  of  the  story  is:  Major 
in  Math  on  the  B  plan!  or  am  I  just  Prejudiced? 


CHIEF  OF  RACKETS  SQUAD 

When  Queens  District  Attorney,  Nicholas  Ferraro 
appointed  Joan  Carey  Chief  of  the  Investigations  Bureau, 
sometimes  referred  to  as  the  rackets  squad,  this  past 
summer,  she  became  the  first  woman  to  head  a  major 
department  in  the  District  Attorney's  office. 

Before  she  enrolled  at  St.  Joseph's  College,  Queens 
Assistant  D.A.  Joan  Carey  had  set  her  sights  on  becoming  a 
lawyer.  After  graduating  in  1961,  she  entered  the  night 
session  at  New  York  Law  School.  Daytimes  she  was  a  social 
worker  and  later  a  teacher  at  John  Erickson  Junior  High 
School  in  Brooklyn. 

Following  graduation  from  law  school,  Joan  was  named 
an  assistant  District  Attorney  and  in  1968  she  received  her 
assignment  to  the  Appeals  Bureau  as  a  researcher.  Her 
ambition,  however,  was  to  be  a  trial  lawyer.  She  tried  100 
non-jury  cases  in  the  Criminal  Court  of  New  York  City  and 
later,  in  the  Supreme  Court,  she  won  19  out  of  20  cases. 
Over  a  six  and  a  half  year  period,  she  tried  every  kind  of 
case  but  rape. 

In  1973,  she  was  named  Deputy  Chief  of  the  Homicide 
Bureau.  She  became  Chief  of  the  Narcotics  Bureau  in  April 
1974  and  Chief  of  the  Supreme  Court  Trial  Bureau  in 
October  1974,  despite  the  fact  that  some  associates  had 
been  convinced  that  a  woman  would  never  get  the 
appointment. 

Joan's  new  offices  are  in  the  Queens  Courthouse  in  Kew 
Gardens,  from  which  vantage  point  she  intends  to  take  a 
very  active  role  "from  building  a  case  to  trial  in  the 
investigation  bureau  through  the  indictment  stage."  On 
heavy  cases  she  will  lead  the  investigations  and  later  try 
them.  When  Mr.  Ferraro  appointed  Joan  he  referred  to  her 
a  "a  tiger  in  court  and  a  great  prosecutor.  She's 
exceptionally  capable.  There's  no  problem  with  men 
witnesses  trying  to  take  advantage  of  her." 

Assisting  Joan  in  her  task  of  running  the  Investigation 
Bureau  are  a  staff  of  13  assistant  District  Attorneys,  seven 
secretaries  and  a  special  D.A's.  police  force.  The  bureau  has 
airport  and  complaint  departments  and  a  rape  unit.  She 
plans  to  maintain  constant  dialogue  between  herself  and  the 
bureau  members. 

Investigative  machinery  is  oiled  by  a  lead  from  an 
informant,  information  from  an  unprejudiced  person, 
letters  with  leads  from  other  law  enforcement  agencies,  or 
people  who  think  something  wrong  is  going  on.  An  assistant 
D.A.  and  a  detective  are  assigned  to  the  case  and  the  two 
departments  work  hand  in  hand. 

"The  team  must  be  able  to  spearate  the  credible  from 
the  incredible",  says  Joan.  Investigators  must  be  able  to  size 
up  informants.  The  cop,  the  lawyer,  the  prosecution  have 
to  be  a  little  hardened  and  tough  and  able  to  make 
judgments,  decisions  on  what  to  prosecute  and  whether  to 
proceed.  Joan  mentions  the  protection  afforded  to 
witnesses  and  their  families. 

But  the  Bureau  does  not  just  sit  and  wait  for  reports  of 
crime  to  come  in,  Joan  emphasizes.  They're  like 
"blookhounds  snooping  in  the  street  for  trouble".  They're 
trying  to  make  a  dent  in  organized  crime,  trying  to  put 
behind  bars  the  people  who  are  engaged  in  crime  as  a  life 
activity  -  drug  traffickers,  highjackers  (especially  at  the 
airports),  passers  of  stolen  property,  gamblers,  loan  sharks. 
The  investigative  branch  is  one  department  that  must  be 
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closely  knit  with  the  F.B.I.,  the  federal  strike  force  and  the 
task  force.  Joan's  bureau  has  lost  police  aquad  members 
with  the  recent  city  layoffs  but  knowledgeable  local 
precinct  detectives  have  been  recruited  to  work  temporarily 
in  the  D.A's  office. 

Joan  is  cognizant  of  a  recent  trend  of  the 
mari-on-the -street  cooperating  more  fully  with  law 
enforcement  agencies.  She  remarked  that  people  are  not 
objecting  to  losing  time  from  work  to  come  in  and  testify 
so  that  what  happened  to  them  won't  happen  to  others. 

Off  duty,  Joan  enjoys  tennis,  horseback  riding,  skiing, 
theater  and  operas.  Joan's  sister,  Eileen,  graduated  from  St. 
Joseph's  in  1973.

On  her  return  to  the  classroom 
having  spent  so  much  time  on  the  compositions  plus  the 
gift  of  having  an  unusual  memory,  she  was  able  to 
reenforce  this  feeling  by  frequent  reference  to  the  interests 
of  the  individual.  As  a  result  of  this  experience  she  planned 
further  possibilities  and  use  of  the  tape  recorder.  Another 
device  used  by  this  innovating  teacher  will  appear  in  our 
Spring  issue.

THE  ABSENTEE  TEACHER  AND 
THE  TAPE  RECORDER 

Remember  the  article  in  the  last  issue  of  Alumnagram, 
entitled  "Retired  to  a  New  Way  of  Life",  by  Marie 
O'Connor  '31?  Marie  and  her  activities  were  so  fascinating 
that  many  of  our  readers  in  the  teaching  field  might  be 
interested  in  some  tricks  she  resorted  to  while  teaching. 
Who  taught  in  Red  Bank,  N.J.?  At  the  beginning  of  one 
term,  a  broken  femur  necessitated  her  absence  from  school 
for  an  extended  period.  Realizing  how  important  the  first 
months  of  a  term  are  in  the  training  of  a  group,  and  that 
she  would  be  a  stranger  to  the  students  when  she  returned 
to  school  for  the  second  cycle,  she  decided  to  send  a 
greeting  and  a  lesson  to  her  classes  via  a  tape  recorder. 

The  aims  of  the  recording  were: 

First,  to  make  herself  more  than  a  name  to  her  students 
-  to  let  them  know  she  was  interested  in  them. 

Secondly,  to  get  to  know  them  -  their  interests  and 
abilities. 

And  last,  to  set  up  a  specific  student-teacher 
relationship. 

The  theme  of  the  recording  was  "Getting  to  Know 
You".  It  was  a  lesson  in  theme  writing  and  the  purpose  of 
the  composition  was  for  the  students  to  introduce 
themselves  to  her.  Organization  of  ideas  was  urged,  a  vivid 
style  suggested,  possible  pitfalls  pointed  out.  She  was 
overwhelmed  by  the  results;  they  wrote  sincerely  and 
frankly.  Di.ect  quotations  tell  the  story.  One  lad  said:  "My 
friends  say  you're  the  hardest  teacher  in  the  school  but  1 
had  Miss  ....  in  English  2  and  if  I  lived  through  that  term, 
I  can  take  anyone.  "Another:  "Before  I  heard  the 
tape-recording,  I  thought  -  'Another  one  of  those  trite 
autobiographies, '  but  your  words  offered  a  challenge  to  my 
abilities."  Another:  "I  liked  the  taperecording  even  though 
it  meant  I  had  to  rewrite  my  whole  composition."  (This 
class  had  received  the  assignment  prior  to  the  recording.) 

The  informality  of  the  relationship  that  was  cemented 
was  captured  in  the  opening  line  of  a  "D"  student's  efforts:

MARRIAGE  ENCOUNTER  "DOWN  UNDER" 

Vivian  Graepel  Hudson  '60 

In  Spain,  near  the  end  of  the  1950's,  Father  Gabriel 
Calvo  began  a  program  to  enable  married  couples  in  his 
parish  to  understand  and  appreciate  more  fully  the  meaning 
of  their  sacrament  of  matrimony,  to  encourage  them  to  live 
their  sacramental  way  of  life,  and  thereby  make  the  Church 
more  dynamic  and  alive.  Six  years  ago,  Father  Calvo's 
program  was  explained  at  a  Christian  Family  Movement 
convention  at  Notre  Dame,  where  Father  Charles  Gallagher, 
S.J.  and  a  married  couple  from  New  York  saw  its 
possibilities.  Since  then  the  Marriage  Encounter  movement 
has  spread  to  almost  every  corner  of  the  United  States,  and 
to  Europe,  to  South  America,  to  Japan,  to  India  and  even 
to  Australia. 

When  my  husband  and  I  experienced  a  Marriage 
Encounter  weekend  three  and  a  half  years  ago  at 
Immaculate  Conception  Seminary  in  Huntington,  New 
York,  we  never  dreamed  it  would  lead  to  a  day  when  we 
would  be  asked  to  travel  halfway  around  the  world  to  give 
two  Marriage  Encounter  weekends  on  the  "island 
continent"  of  Australia.  We  were  sent  as  missionaries  to 
share  the  very  good  news  that  each  and  every  married 
couple  is  called  to  be  a  unique  sign  of  God's  love  to  the 
world. 

Sunday  evening,  July  14,  1974,  we  tearfully  said 
good-bye  to  our  four  children.  Though  we  knew  they 
would  be  well  cared  for  in  our  absence,  it  required  a 
tremendous  act  of  faith  to  journey  this  great  distance  from 
our  hearts'  treasures. 

Our  farewells  over  the  evening  before,  we  left  our  house 
promptly  at  5:00  A.M.  to  arrive  at  Kennedy  Airport  in  time 
for  Mass  at  Our  Lady  of  the  Skies  Chapel.  Father  Joseph 
Testagrosa,  a  priest  who  is  actively  involved  in  the  Marriage 
Encounter  movement,  celebrated  the  Eucharist.  The  Gospel 
Father  chose  to  read  on  this  occasion  was  Mark  6:  7-13. 
"Then  he  summoned  the  Twelve  and  began  to  send  them 
out  in  pairs  .  .  .  ."  How  much  we  and  the  other  American 
couple  with  whom  we  were  traveling  desired  to  be  sent  in 
His  name,  to  be  used  to  do  His  work.  We  said  our  fiat  and 
were  on  our  way. 

We  left  New  York  at  9:00  A.M.  and  arrived  in  Los 
Angeles  at  11:00  A.M.,  Pacific  Time.  There  we  were 
received  into  the  loving  arms  of  friends  we  had  made  when 
we  had  given  Marriage  Encounter  weekends  in  California. 

The  plane  to  Hawaii  (Some  missionaries!)  was 
scheduled  to  depart  at  12:45  P.M.  Wanting  to  spend  as 
much  time  as  possible  with  our  friends,  we  ambled  slowly 
to  the  other  terminal  and  finally  there,  invited  other 
passengers  to  go  ahead  of  us  as  we  waited  on  a  line  for  seat 
assignments.  When  we  reached  the  counter,  the  clerk  told 
us  very  apologetically  that  they  had  overbooked  the  flight 
and  we  would  have  to  wait  two  hours  until  the  next  plane 
was  ready  to  depart.  Because  this  delay  would  allow  us 
more  time  to  visit  with  our  local  reception  committee  we 
weren't  upset  at  all,  but  to  our  great  surprise  (one  of  many) 
along  with  the  apology  came  a  refund  of  our  fare  for  the 
flight  from  Los  Angeles  to  Honolulu  and  luncheon  in  the 
Theme  Building  overlooking  the  airport.  We  were  reminded 
of  the  morning's  Gospel,  ".  .  .  .  Don't  take  anything  with 
you  on  the  trip  except  a  walking  stick;  no  bread,  no 
beggar's  bag,  no  money  in  your  pockets  .  .  .  ."  Over  and 


over  again  on  this  journey  we  experienced  the  truth  that, 
"To  believe  in  God  is  to  know  the  rules  will  be  fair,  and 
there  will  be  wonderful  surprises." 

The  beauty  of  the  island  of  Oahu  and  the  surrounding 
ocean  was  indeed  an  overwhelming  reminder  of  the  beauty 
and  power  of  the  Creator.  The  ocean  changed  myriad 
shades  of  blue  right  before  our  eyes  and  in  early  morning, 
in  less  than  five  minutes,  we  saw  four  rainbows,  a  quiet 
fireworks! 

At  11:45  P.M.  Tuesday,  July  16,  we  left  Honolulu 
bound  for  the  Antipodes,  or  "Down  Under"  as  Australia  is 
often  called.  We  flew  through  endless  night  landing  once 
after  five  and  a  half  hours  in  flight  in  Nadi,  a  city  on  one  of 
the  Fiji  Islands. 

Six  hours  after  leaving  Nadi  we  saw  the  first  light  of 
dawn  and  Australia  appeared  almost  mystically  in  the  sea 
below  us.  Having  crossed  the  International  Date  Line  it  was 
now  Thursday,  July  18.  As  the  plane  began  its  descent  we 
could  see  the  red  tiled  roofs  of  Sydney,  the  Harbour  Bridge 
and  Sydney's  magnificent  Opera  House  at  Bennelong  Point 
with  its  white  mosaic  roof  glistening  like  billowing  sails 
against  the  backdrop  of  the  deep  blue  of  the  harbour. 

After  simply  walking  through  customs  we  were  greeted 
by  Father  Joseph  McCann,  O.M.I,  and  some  already 
encountered  Sydney  couples,  one  of  whom  we  had  trained 
to  be  a  presenting  couple  on  Marriage  Encounter  weekends 
a  month  earlier  in  the  United  States.  What  a  happy  meeting 
and  reunion! 

Being  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  the  seasons  of 
Australia  are  the  reverse  of  those  in  the  United  States.  Even 
though  the  winter  in  Sydney  is  like  New  York's  late 
autumn  we  were  very  sensitive  to  the  climatic  change  and 
quickly  whipped  out  our  heavy  sweaters  as  soon  as  we  left 
the  airport's  reception  area.  We  never  removed  these  for  the 
duration,  rather  we  kept  adding  layers  of  outer  clothing 
because  most  homes  and  buildings  in  Australia  do  not  have 
central  heating. 

Most  of  Thursday  and  Friday  was  spent  meeting 
with  Father  Joe  and  the  Australian  couple  who  was  to 
present  the  Marriage  Encounter  weekend  with  us.  We 
stayed  in  Coogee,  a  suburb  of  Sydney,  in  the  home  of  a 
delightful  Australian  family  where  we  were  made  to  feel 
most  welcome.  Before  we  left  for  the  tranquil  Carmelite 
monastery  where  we  gave  the  Marriage  Encounter  weekend, 
we  walked  to  the  end  of  the  street  where  our  host's  home 
was  located  to  look  at  the  beautiful  Pacific  Ocean  and  the 
rock-bound  coast  which  is  typical  of  most  of  Australia's 
coastline.  We  were  awed  by  the  rugged  beauty  of  the  cliffs 
and  the  clarity  of  the  water.  Because  it  was  low  tide  we 
were  able  to  walk  on  the  flat  rocks  at  the  base  of  the  cliff 
and  look  into  the  clear  depths  of  pools  and  channels  etched 
into  the  rock  and  see  brightly  colored  shells,  sea  urchins 
and  sea  anemones. 

The  Marriage  Encounter  weekend  at  the  monastery  was 
a  grace  filled  time.  The  Australian  couples  and  priests  were 
somewhat  cautious  and  reserved  initially,  but  at  the  same 
time  they  were  most  attentive  and  polite.  It  was  impossible 
to  guess  what  they  were  thinking  as  the  weekend 
progressed.  At  the  end  of  the  weekend,  however,  they 
didn't  keep  us  in  suspense.  They  received  the  gift  of 
Marriage  Encounter  with  open  minds  and  hearts. 

The  next  five  days  were  a  flurry  of  activity  and  work. 
We  stayed  in  a  different  home  each  night  which  was  both  a 
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treat  and  a  treatment.  Monday  evening  we  gave  a  workshop 
to  previously  encountered  couples.  Tuesday  night  we 
attended  a  board  meeting  and  later  gave  a  workshop  to  the 
only  two  presenting  couples  in  Australia  to  prepare  them  to 
give  the  next  series  of  talks. 

During  the  day,  Monday  and  Tuesday,  we  had  an 
opportunity  to  do  some  very  hurried  sightseeing.  We  ate 
lunch  at  the  Harbour  Restaurant  on  the  northeast 
broadwalk  of  the  Opera  House  overlooking  the  heavily 
trafficked  harbour.  Ocean  liners,  hydrofoils,  commuter 
ferry  boats,  yachts  and  pleasure  craft  traverse  this  body  of 
water  regularly.  Incredibly,  this  water  is  clear  and  blue.  We 
walked  around  Circular  Quay,  the  terminal  of  Sydney's 
commuter  ferry  system.  Instead  of  the  quick  food 
restuarants  that  sell  soda  pop,  hamburgers,  hot  dogs  and 
pizza  is  our  country,  small  shops  in  the  terminal  sell 
lemonade  or  pineapple  juice,  wedges  of  pie,  and  beautiful 
fresh  fruit  to  waiting  commuters.  I  should  add,  however, 
that  in  downtown  Sydney  we  did  catch  a  glimpse  of  a 
McDonald's.  Wherever  we  went  we  saw  rosy-cheeked, 
uniformed  school  children.  All  children,  whether  they 
attended  public  (i.e.  private)  or  government  schools,  wear 
uniforms. 

We  saw  St.  Mary's  Roman  Catholic  Cathedral,  the 
Sydney  Town  Hall  and  paid  a  visit  to  the  Argyle  Arts 
Centre  which  gave  us  a  genuine  taste  of  "old"  Sydney.  At 
the  Argyle  Arts  Centre  we  had  the  opportunity  to  see  some 
authentic  works  of  the  aboriginal  people  in  the  Primitive 
Art  Gallery. 

We  ran  through  the  Taronga  Zoo  and  saw  many  sleepy 
kangaroos  and  their  smaller  relatives  known  as  wallabies. 
We  saw  two,  toy-like  koala  bears  sleeping  in  a  eucalyptus 
tree  and  a  platypus  swimming  in  a  tank  of  water.  The 
Platypus  House  is  open  to  the  public  only  two  hours  a  day; 
the  remainder  of  the  time  the  exhibit  is  closed.  We  were 
fortunate  to  be  there  during  the  last  ten  minutes  of  one  of 
those  two  hours. 

Speaking  of  being  in  the  right  place  at  the  right 
time,  by  a  happy  accident  we  were  able  to  join  one  of  the 
hourly  tour  groups  that  are  booked  months  in  advance  to 
see  the  interior  of  the  Opera  House  in  the  only  hour  we  had 
free  in  Sydney  before  we  had  to  get  back  to  work.  The 
Sydney  Opera  House  is,  in  our  opinion,  one  of  the 
manmade  wonders  of  the  world.  It  has  four  main 
performing  halls:  a  Concert  Hall;  an  Opera  Theatre;  a 
Drama  Theatre  and  a  Music  Room.  It  is  breathtakingly 
beautiful. 

Early  Wednesday  we  flew  to  Melbourne  where  we  were 
welcomed  warmly  once  again,  this  time  by  Father  Frank 
Wallace,  S.J.  and  several  couples  who  had  experienced  the 
first  Marriage  Encounter  weekend  in  Melbourne  in  June. 
Being  south  of  Sydney,  Melbourne  was  much  colder.  We 
wore  our  topcoats  and  gloves  most  of  the  time. 
Interestingly  though,  many  flowers  were  in  bloom  in  this 
area.  In  the  garden  of  the  home  where  we  stayed  a  lemon 
tree  was  laden  with  bright  yellow  fruit  and  a  camelia  bush 
was  covered  with  blooms.  Needless  to  say  their  winters  are 
not  as  harsh  as  ours  though  we  felt  the  cold  keenly.  By  now 
we  were  bone-weary  and  felt  as  though  we  were  actually 
walking  upside  down.  Wednesday  evening  we  met  with 
several  couples  who  were  to  be  trained  to  be  Marriage 
Encounter  presenting  couples.  Thursday  evening  we  gave  a 
presentation    at    a    renewal    for    the    couples    who    had 


experienced  the  encounter  weekend  before  the  one  we  were 
scheduled  to  give.  Friday  through  Sunday  we  gave  the 
second  weekend  under  difficult  circumstances  to  be  sure. 

We  drove  a  distance  from  the  city  of  Melbourne.  Along 
the  way  we  saw  kangaroo  crossing  signs  very  much  like  our 
deer  crossing  signs.  We  arrived  at  an  old  clapboard  "holiday 
house",  so  called,  with  leaking  roof,  slanting  floors  and  no 
heat.  The  couples  had  been  forewarned  and  came  armed 
with  electric  heaters.  However,  when  the  heaters  and  the 
electric  blankets  provided  by  the  management  were  all 
turned  on  at  the  same  time  we  and  everyone  living  in  the 
town  experienced  a  total  blackout.  Our  hardy  Australian 
couples,  not  bothered  in  the  least,  returned  to  their  cars  for 
flashlights  and  with  teeth  chattering  we  continued 
theFriday  night  presentations.  Eventually,  Australia's 
answer  to  Con  Edison  came  storming  into  this  place  and 
made  us  promise  not  to  connect  the  heaters  again.  A  certain 
bond  was  established  between  the  priest,  presenting  couples 
and  the  couples  and  priest  making  the  weekend  as  a  result 
of  the  inconveniences.  Sunday  evening,  a  Redemptorist 
priest  who  participated  in  this  weekend  shared  with 
everyone  present  his  belief  that  the  owrld  has  been  waiting 
for  Marriage  Encounter  a  long  time.  We  are  deeply  grateful 
we  were  privileged  to  share  Marriage  Encounter  in  this 
special  part  of  God's  world. 

Monday  morning,  we  said  farewell  through  our  tears  to 
many  people  in  Melbourne  we  had  grown  to  love  very 
quickly  and  very  deeply.  That  evening  we  left  Sydney, 
believing  we  would  never  see  any  of  the  Church,  the  people 
of  God,  of  Australia  in  this  life  again.  We  felt  torn,  yearning 
to  return  home  to  our  children  and  feeling  a  terrible 
wrenching  in  leaving  people  who  were  now  very  dear  to  us. 

After  an  overnight  stay  in  Hawaii,  we  returned  to  New 
York  at  4:55  P.M.  July  31  with  joy  and  peace  in  our  hearts 
that  surpassed  all  understanding. 

As  a  point  of  interest,  I  thought  you  would  all  like  to 
know  that  another  alumna,  Ann  Byrnes  Concannon  '62  and 
her  husband  Tom  gave  two  weekends  in  Australia  a  month 
or  two  after  we  returned.

ISLAND  OF  SILENCE 

"Greenwood  is  an  island  of  silence  and  beauty  —  and  a 
fairly  large  one  -  478  acres.  It  is  the  oldest 
non-denominational  cemetery  in  New  York  —  started  back 
in  1838  -  and  the  second  oldest  in  the  country."  These 
words  opened  the  slide-lecture  which  William  and  Margaret 
Cogan  Ward  '47  gave  at  St.  Joseph's  as  part  of  the  calendar 
of  Bicentennial  events  at  the  college. 

When  it  was  first  opened,  says  Marge,  picnic  outings 
were  quite  popular,  but  "no  horseracing  or  shooting"  was 
allowed.  Picnicking  is  no  longer  allowed,  either.  The  Wards 
used  to  shepherd  their  seven  children  along  Greenwood's  30 
miles  of  walking  paths  to  relish  its  beauty,  its  rolling  hills, 
its  five  ponds,  the  wild  fowl  fresh  from  the  Atlantic  flyway, 
trees  of  every  size,  shape  and  genus.  Mixed  were  their 
reactions  to  what  man  made:  the  stones,  monuments  and 
mausoleums  -  some  simple,  some  magnificent,  some  garish, 
but  all  poignant  reminders  of  a  different  time,  a  different 
world,  a  different  way  of  life. 

More  than  500,000  persons  are  buried  in  Greenwood. 
the  great,  the  near  great  and  the  not  so  great  .  .  .  little 
people  too,  from  all  walks  of  life.  It  is  the  final  resting  place 
of  Winston  Churchill's  grandparents,  James  Gordon 
Bennett,  founder  of  the  New  York  Herald,  Boss  Tweed, 
Peter  Cooper,  Charles  Ebbets  —  the  Bergens,  Pierreponts, 
Sacketts,  DeGraws,  Schermerhorns,  Van  Brunts. 
Cortelyous,  Hoyts,  Deans  .  .  There's  Henry  Chadwick 
credited   with   refining   the    rules   of  baseball,   rules  used 


today,  Eberhard  Faber  of  pencil  fame,  the  Steinway  piano 
family,  whose  mausoleum  has  room  for  138  bodies. 

Horace  Geeley  of  the  New  York  Tribune  has  been 
memorialized  by  a  copper  bust  made  of  pennies 
contributed  by  adoring  printers.  Do-Hum-Me,  an  18  year 
old  Indian  Princess  who  died  of  pneumonia  on  a  visit  to 
New  York  in  1842  was  buried  in  Greenwood  by  her 
grief-stricken  husband  a  young  Iowan  brave.  They  are 
buried  on  scared  ground,  as  well,  because  Greenwood  is 
where  the  United  States  fought  its  first  battle  as  a  nation: 
the  Battle  of  Long  Island  in  August  1776,  a  little  over  a 
month  after  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Some  of  the 
Revolutionary  Dead  are  buried  there  too. 

Over  several  decades,  the  Wards  have  visited  Greenwood 
thousands  of  times,  usually  taking  notes, then  delving  into 
history  and  facts,  taking  pictures  and  combining  the  whole 
into  a  crisp,  fast-paced  and  beautifully  illustrated  talk 
which  lures  listeners  to  promise  themselves  a  visit  to  the 
"queen"  of  cemeteries.  They  have  also  given  innumerable 
walking  tours  of  Greenwood  accomodating  special  groups 
for  a  two  to  two-and-a-half  hour  tour.  (Interested?  Call 
439-8828). 

They  guarantee  you'll  never  pass  by  Greenwood  again  — 
or  any  other  cemetery  for  that  matter  -  without  knowing 
that  Greenwood  is  different,  it  is  unique,  it  is  not  just  a 
"fine  and  quiet  place"  but  there  are  stirrings  there  which 
can  never  be  put  to  rest,  because  Greenwood  is  about 
people  who  died  a  long  time  ago  but  are  still  affecting  our 
lives.

EL  CENTRO  AND  HOW  IT  GREW 

The  sound  of  a  bomb  exploding  in  Ponce  in  the  middle 
of  the  night  was  not  unusual  and  Sister  Isolina  Ferre,  saying 
a  small  prayer  for  those  who  might  be  affected,  turned  over 
to  go  to  sleep  again.  Soon  voices  under  her  window  told  her 
she'd  better  investigate.  The  bomb  had  destroyed  half  a 
new  workshop  in  one  of  the  Centers  in  La  Playa,  the 
poorest  section  of  Ponce  on  Pentecost  Sunday  of  this  year. 
No  one  was  hurt,  but  Sister  Isolina  was  badly  shaken. 
"Violencia"  was  what  she  had  fought  in  La  Playa.  "Why 
was  this  done?  Just  because  I'm  a  Ferre?  I  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  Ferre  businesses.  As  a  sister  I  took  the  vow  of 
poverty.  I  don't  have  a  cent  to  my  name."  The  Ferre  family 
enterprises  based  at  Ponce  have  been  the  targets  of 
bombings  since  they  struck  Puerto  Rico  Cement  Company, 
owned  by  the  Ferre  family,  resumed  work  some  weeks  ago. 

Forty  years  ago  Isolina  Ferre  joined  the  Missionary 
Servants  of  the  Blessed  Trinity  and  went  to  work  "in  New 
York  at  gang-time  and  in  Brooklyn  at  drug-time."  Being  a 
part  of  the  people  is  the  Trinitarian  philosophy  —  to  help 
people  help  themselves  wherever  they  are:  in  school, 
factory  or  office.  The  order  was  founded  in  1917  as  a 
religion  oriented  lay  order  by  Thomas  Augustine  Judge  who 
later  became  a  priest.  "Because  its  founder  thought  we 
should  be  as  inconspicuous  as  possible,"  says  Sister  Isolina, 
"women  members  wore  dresses  and  hats.  True  the  hats  got 
a  little  funny-looking  later,  but  we  never  did  wear  a  veil." 

For  more  than  25  years  Sister  worked  in  the  States,  the 
last  eleven  at  the  Dr.  White  Community  Center  near  the 
Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  where  in  her  time,  race  riots  were  as 
common  as  the  bombings  in  Ponce.  The  neighborhood  was 
poverty  stricken,  predominantly  black  and  Puerto  Rican. 
Sister  Isolina  was  considered  non-white.  Her  most  vivid 
memory  was  taking  part  in  a  neighborhood  meeting  after 
Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  was  killed.  The  people  were  on  fire 
with  hatred  against  the  whites  but  in  two  hours  of  talking 
pros  and  cons  the  mob  turned  back  into  people  who 
decided  the  best  thing  to  do  was  go  home  and  lock  their 
doors  and  windows. 


Sister  grew  so  knowledgeable  in  uniting  community 
work  with  sophistication  about  community  power 
alignments  that  Mayor  Lindsay  appointed  her  to  the  New 
York  Council  Against  Poverty  which  administered 
Economic  Opportunity  funds.  She  was  also  a  member  of 
Community  District  Planning  in  the  borough  of  Brooklyn. 

In  late  1968,  Sister  Isolina  was  sent  back  to  Puerto  Rico 
to  rest  and  be  near  her  family.  The  small  dispensary  at  the 
Playa  seemed  like  an  ideal  place  for  a  rest  from  her  street 
work.  But  sister  took  a  close  look  at  this  teeming  center  of 
16,000  poor  people,  almost  half  of  whom  were  under  15, 
and  threw  all  the  community  methods  she  had  learned  in 
New  York  and  Brooklyn  in  one  home  brew.  She  began  by 
calling  together  some  of  the  people  who  had  "made  it  out 
of  there."  She  asked  the  former  boys  who  had  all  been 
helped  by  the  sisters,  "What  do  you  think  we  can  do  to 
help  the  others  in  LaPlaya?" 

"Next  week,  with  nothing,  and  with  nothing  planned, 
we  started  El  Centro,"  Sister  Isolina  remembers.  "We  went 
out  into  the  streets  and  invited  people  in  to  tell  us  what 
they  wanted.  They  wanted  classes.  Classes  in  sewing  and 
cooking  and  how  to  find  out  how  things  run,  and  how  to 
get  things  done  and  how  to  get  help,  like,  for  example,  legal 
aid." 

The  group  went  further.  They  went  into  the  barrios. 
What  did  they  want  there?  An  end  to  the  muggings,  which 
meant  more  light  in  the  streets.  "We  told  them  how  to  get 
it  .  .  .  Then  for  the  children  out  of  school,  we  began  a 
recreation  program  to  give  them  something  to  do  .  .  ." 

The  Community  leaders  obtained  help  from  other 
sources.  In  the  beginning  private  industry  donated 
equipment  to  set  up  a  welding  workshop;  the  Ferres 
donated  land;  the  Department  of  Education  provided  a 
teacher,  the  Department  of  Social  Services  a  social  worker. 
Kodak  gave  photo  equipment  which  meant  an  additional 
workshop.  All  the  workshops  are  what  Sister  Isolina  calls 
alternatives  to  education,  to  interest  the  student  so  that 
he'll  get  into  the  habit  of  learning.  The  photography 
workshop,  for  example  is  not  to  teach  the  youngsters  to  be 
photographers,  but  to  give  them  the  habit  of  education  and 
a  sensitivity  to  the  things  around  them. 

Sister  Isolina  enlisted  tutors  from  high  school  and 
college  graduates  and  some  adults  began  to  wander  in,  out 
of  curiosity,  and  stayed  to  renew  studies  they  never 
thought  to  undertake  again.  She  united  the  tutoring  and 
job-training  programs  into  a  complete  operation. 

In  1970  El  Centro  was  funded  as  a  Youth  Services 
Bureau  under  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  and  Law 
Enforcement  Assistance  Administration  Act  and  the  Puerto 
Crime  Commission. 

At  the  heart  of  the  new  project  are  the  advocates  a 
group  of  young  people  from  the  barrios  who  steer 
youngsters  with  problems  to  El  Centro.  The  advocates  are 
the  bridge  between  the  kid  in  trouble  and  the  institution. 
The  courts,  police  ans  social  service  agencies  are  asked  to 
divert  the  children  from  the  court  to  an  advocate  so  that  he 
isn't  marked  forever  .  .  .  Now  very  few  come  in  that  way. 
Parents,  instead  of  bringing  kids  to  the  police,  bring  them 
to  the  center,  or  the  youngsters  come  in  themselves  through 
sports.  There's  always  an  advocate  on  hand  to  relate  with  a 
boy  or  girl.  Every  center  is  open  and  nothing  is  ever  stolen. 
"We  have  beautiful  cameras,  typewriters,  all  kinds  of  things, 
but  this  is  their  center." 
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No  child  is  treated  differently  from  any  other.  Nobody 
knows  who  has  come  in  by  himself,  who  was  brought  by  an 
advocate  or  sent  by  the  courts.  ..  Between  1,200  and  1,700 
boys  and  girls  between  12  and  18  come  and  go  at  Tabaiba 
Center  for  classes  and  guidance.  "We  try  to  put  them  back 
in  school,"  Sister  says,  "but  if  they  don't  want  to  go,  I'd 
rather  have  them  here  than  outside." 

A  Diagnostic  Center  operates  out  of  a  building  rented 
from  the  Commonwealth  for  $1.00  a  year  and  an  HEW 
federal  grant.  Five  full  time  doctors,  three  dentists  and 
some  60  para-professionals,  who  are  LaPlaya  residents, 
supply  complete  family  health  care  for  the  Playeros. 

Now,  six  years  later,  in  1975, Sister  Isolina's  "rest"  has 
had  its  results.  As  she  said,  "In  San  Juan  you  can't  walk 
alone  at  night,  but  you  can  walk  the  streets  of  LaPlaya.  I'm 
not  saying  the  people  here  are  perfect  but  there  is  no 
violence  and  no  vandalism.  It's  a  changed  world  from  when 
I  first  came  .  .  ."  Sister  now  complains  that  she  has  nothing 
to  do  since  the  Playeros  have  taken  over  the  operation  of 
the  Center.  This  Center  which  she  started  is  a  center  of 
growth  and  rebirth,  of  tough-mindedness  and  purpose 
which  can  teach  lessons  to  the  lesser  and  greater  ghettos  of 
mainland  America. 

Sister  Isolina  was  educated  at  the  Academy  of  the 
Sacred  Heart  in  Ponce,  Puerto  Rico.  She  received  her 
Bachelor  of  Arts  from  St.  Joseph's  College,  Brooklyn, 
under  the  name  of  Sr.  Thomas  Marie  M.S.B.T.  in  1959  and 
a  Masters  degree  in  Sociology  from  Fordham  in  1961.  In 

1974  she  was  awarded  an  honorary  doctorate  in  the 
Humanities  from  Catholic  University  of  Puerto  Rico  and  in 

1975  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters,  Honoris  Causa, 
from  Marymount  Manhattan  College.  Further  recognition 
of  the  generous  sharing  of  her  gifts  and  for  her  selfless 
service  can  be  gleaned  from  the  long  list  of  awards,  honors 
and  memberships  which  have  been  given  her  in  the  last 
decade.  In  a  letter  to  your  editor.  Sister  Isolina  writes,  "I 
would  like  to  tell  all  the  alumni  that  I  never  forget  Saint 
Joseph's  and  all  I  learned  there  and  that  I  hope  that  if  they 
come  to  Puerto  Rico  they  take  time  and  look  me  up."

it  is  not  limited  to  young  people.  The  old  and  the  young 
can  impart  values  to  each  other  and  learn  therefrom  they 
assert.  Mr.  Mallon  is  a  CPA  and  holds  a  law  degree. 

The  Silver  Masque,  is  completely  non-sectarian  but 
insists  that  members  adhere  to  strict  moral  principles.  The 
group  puts  on  two  major  productions  of  popular  Broadway 
musicals  every  year.  It  now  has  400  full-length 
performances  to  its  credit.  In  addition,  variety  and 
mini-shows  and  briefer  collections  of  song  and  dance 
numbers  round  out  the  players  repertoire.  All  performances 
are  done  for  charity  at  the  request  of  various  religious,  civic 
and  fraternal  organizations.  The  party  requesting  one  pays 
the  royalties  —  publisher's  fees  for  the  use  of  a  script  or 
libretto  -  and  keeps  the  entire  gate.  Any  other  expenses 
fall  to  the  players. 

Talent  per  se,  is  not  a  requisite  to  belong  to  Silver 
Masque  and  there  are  never  any  auditions  given  on  joining. 
"Everyone  has  some  God-given  talent  and  it  is  our  function 
to  find  that  talent  and  to  nurture  it."  says  John.  There  are 
"no  stars".  As  director,  he  shifts  the  roles  in  a  production

TEACHER  IN  NEW  FIELD 

Anna  R.  Sullivan  '40  is  a  teacher  in  the  Permanent 
Diaconate  Program  for  the  Brooklyn  Diocese,  under  the 
direction  of  Father  James  Tahaney.  This  summer  she  took 
part  in  a  two-week  seminar  on  Spirituality  at  Brentwood  to 
prepare  for  her  part  in  the  program. 

She,  three  priests  and  two  sisters,  one  of  whom  is  Sister 
Joan  Heptig  '67,  aid  in  preparing  about  fifty  men  now  in 
training.  The  men  vary  in  age  from  the  thirties  to  the  sixties 
and  come  from  different  backgrounds.  Some  are  family 
men,  others  are  single. 

There  are  three  centers  and  Anna  teachers  the  Old 
Testament  one  night  a  week  for  a  two-and-a-half  hour 
session,  in  Forest  Hills.  Needless  to  say,  preparation  for 
sessions  is  very  arduous,  but  she  finds  it  a  challenge  and  the 
men  are  very  absorbed  in  learning  and  preparing  for  their 
ordination.  She  was  present  at  the  recent  ceremony  for 
about  forty  who  were  ordained  to  the  permanent 
diaconate.

according  to  talent  and  stresses  the  play  as  a  whole  rather 
than  any  one  part.  Learning  and  enjoying  go  hand  in  hand 
at  Silver  Masque.  The  members  paint  the  scenery,  sew  the 
drops,  make  the  flats  and  work  with  the  lights.  Skills  of  all 
kinds  are  acquired  and  utilized,  including  wood  and  metal 
working. 

The  thespians  meet  one  evening  a  week  at  the  Mallon's 
home,  a  senior  group  (13  years  and  over)  on  Wednesday 
from  7  to  10  P.M.  and  a  junior  group  (6th,  7th  and  8th 
grades)  on  Tuesday  night  from  7  to  9  P.M.  Another  unit 
consists  of  those  members  and  the  parents  and  spouses  of 
members  who  do  not  meet  regularly  but  also  serve  in  any 
way  they  can,  in  drives,  backstage,  etc. 

There  are  no  dues  or  assessments  per  se,  but  being 
completely  dependent  upon  donations,  it  asks  a  one-time 
registration  fee  of  $5.00  and  suggests  that  every  member 
generate  at  lease  $5.00  per  month  in  donations.  The  group 
claims  approximatley  150  members.  Two  "farm  groups" 
for  seventh  and  eighth  graders  meet  separately  in  St. 
Vincent  Ferrer  and  Ressurection  parishes.  In  addition  to 
Dorethea  and  John,  four  daughters,  a  son  and  two 
sons-in-law  form  the  permanent  adult  presence  of  Silver 
Masque.  To  sum  it  up,  the  multiple  purposes  of  Silver 
Masque  Players  is  working  together,  learning  and  having 
fun.

COVER:  These  four  polyhedron  models  were  among  the 
fifteen  or  twenty  different  ones  displayed  in  the 
Bicentennial  Math  Exhibit  at  St.Joseph's  College  this 
Spring.  They  are  from  a  collection  of  Magnus  J.  Wenninger 
of  St.  Augustine's  College,  Nassau,  Bahamas. 

The  study  of  polyhedra  is  an  ancient  one,  going  back  to 
the  dawn  of  history.  The  most  ancient  are  the  set  of  five 
(the  hexa-,  octa-,  tetra-,  dodeca-  and  icosahedrons)  known 
as  the  Platonic  solids  after  the  Greek  philosopher,  Plato, 
who  discovered  them  independently  about  400  B.C.  The 
Egyptians  knew  four  of  them.  The  cube  (or  hexahedron), 
tetrahedron  and  octahedron  are  found  in  their  architectural 
designs  and  the  Egyptian  icosahedral  dice  are  on  exhibit  in 
the  British  Museum.  The  Etruscans  were  acquainted  with 
the  dodecahedron  before  500  B.C. 

In  his  booklet,  Polyhedron  Models  for  the  Classroom, 
Father  Wenninger  gives  instructions  for  making  the  Platonic 
solids,  a  few  prisms,  the  star-shaped  Kepler-Poinsot  solids  as 
well  as  stellations  and  compounds.  Making  the  models,  he 
feels  provides  a  genuine  outlet  for  the  creative  instinct. 

It  was  a  delight  to  see  and  handle  these  geometrical  solids 
which  were  aesthetically  constructed  in  various  pastel 
colors.

RELIGIOUS  STUDIES 
Past,  Present  and  Future 

Everyone  who  is  interested  in  college  life  knows  that 
the  world  of  higher  education  has  undergone  a  series  of 
changes  in  the  past  ten  years  which  are  of  a  revolutionary 
nature.  Being  very  much  aware  of  the  insights,  trends  and 
approaches  which  have  characterized  the  thinking  of  the 
university  community  at  large,  we  have  considered  and 
sometimes  incorporated  some  of  these  new  ideas  into  the 
life  of  our  college.  With  this  in  mir-d,  we  can  now  take  a 
look  at  the  department  of  religious  studies  as  it  now 
functions  at  Saint  Joseph's. 

Re-evaluation  and  updating  of  departmental  offerings 
has  been  a  constant  modus  operandi  in  the  area  of  religious 
studies  in  our  college.  We  have  a  very  healthy  tradition  of 
being  aware  of  the  needs  of  our  students  and  of  attempting 
to  meet  them  insofar  as  it  is  possible  through  the  academic 
program  which  we  offer  them.  In  my  ten  year  association 
with  St.  Joseph's,  for  example,  I  have  taught  twelve 
different  courses.  There  has  never  been  a  year  in  which  I 
have  not  taught  at  least  one  new  course.  Sr.  Josephine 
Marie  Cavanaugh  can  make  a  similar  statement.  At  the 
present  time,  the  catalogue  lists  fifteen  courses  in  the 
department  of  religious  studies.  That  number  will  be 
increased  next  semester. 

This  year  we  revitalized  the  Scriptural  offerings  in  both 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  It  had  been  a  number  of 
years  since  these  courses  had  been  offered  and  it  was  our 
judgment  that  the  present  group  of  students  could  profit  a 
good  deal  from  direct  contact  with  the  Scriptures.  The 
experience  of  teaching  these  courses  indicates  that  we  made 
a  wise  decision.  Student  enrollment  in  both  of  them  was 
excellent  and  their  reaction  was  quite  encouraging. 

In  the  near  future  the  department  will  offer  for  the  first 
time  a  course  in  Eastern  religions.  Sr.  Josephine  had  been 
teaching  a  survey  course  in  world  religions,  but  concluded 
that  it  might  be  more  practical  to  try  to  limit  it  in  some 
way.  Since  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  students  in  the  religions  of  the  East,  Sister  is 
now  preparing  to  offer  a  full  course  in  this  area. 


One  of  the  most  interesting  innovations  in  curriculum 
during  the  past  few  years  has  been  the  stress  on  the  value  of 
the  interdisciplinary  course.  As  one  who  has  participated  in 
such  a  program,  I  can  give  it  strong  approval.  The  advantage 
of  having  competent  people  from  different  fields  consider 
the  same  subject  from  their  particular  perspective  is 
obvious.  Last  year  we  offered  a  course  in  conjunction  with 
the  history  department  on  the  Orthodox  Church.  It  was  the 
conclusion  of  both  departments  that  this  was  a  highly 
successful  venture  and  the  reaction  of  the  students  was  very 
positive. 

Encouraged  by  the  fine  reaction  to  this  interdisciplinary 
course,  we  have  arranged  for  another,  of  an  even  more 
ambitious  nature,  for  this  fall.  We  have  drawn  up  a  wide 
ranging  course  on  human  life  and  development  together 
with  the  biology  and  philosophy  departments.  It  will 
include  some  fundamental  approaches  to  life  as  seen  in  each 
of  these  areas,  an  examination  of  the  control  and 
manipulation  of  life,  a  study  of  human  sexuality  and  a 
consideration  of  death  -  all  from  each  of  the  three  points 
of  view.  Needless  to  say,  we  are  quite  excited  about  this 
undertaking. 

Through  the  years,  the  department  has  always 
sponsored  lectures  as  a  means  of  inviting  the  whole  college 
community  to  consider  key  questions  of  contemporary 
religious  interest.  This  year  we  decided  on  a  Lenten  lecture 
series  which  centered  on  the  renewal  of  the  Sacraments  of 
the  Eucharist  and  Penance.  In  the  course  of  seven  lectures, 
which  were  open  to  the  whole  college,  we  tried  to  put  the 
present  renewal  into  an  historical  perspective  in  an  attempt 
to  present  change  as  keeping  very  much  with  the  tradition 
of  the  Church.  Faculty  who  attended  were  extremely 
grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  have  the  renewal  presented 
in  a  comprehensive  fashion.  The  students  who  participated 
reacted  quite  favorably. 

The  courses  which  the  department  offers  vary  from  a 
consideration  of  the  foundations  of  the  faith  to  the  study 
of  mystical  religious  experience.  For  the  past  few  years.  Sr. 
Josephine  has  very  successfully  taught  a  course  on 
mysticism.  This  year,  a  special  section  of  the  course  was 
opened  to  any  of  the  sisters  who  were  interested.  The 
results  were  most  gratifying.  Some  fifty  sisters  registered 
and  attended.  Reaction  to  the  course  has  been  overwhelm- 
ingly positive. 

The  department  is  very  pleased  with  what  we  have  been 
able  to  accomplish  on  the  Brentwood  campus.  Each  time 
there  is  registration  for  courses,  among  the  first  filled  are  the 
offerings  in  religious  studies.  Sr.  Josephine  has  been 
encouraged  by  the  enthusiastic  response  she  has  received 
from  the  students.  Sr.  Beth  Johnson  also  teaches  on  a 
part-time  basis  in  Brentwood. 

You  can  see  from  all  that  has  been  said  that  the 
religious  studies  department  is  very  much  alive  at  our 
college.  We  are  also  anxious  to  grow.  Certainly  we  would 
like  to  see  more  students  taking  our  courses  in  Brooklyn. 
We  are  very  hopeful  in  this  regard.  We  are  confident,  too. 
that  with  the  cooperation  and  the  prayers  of  the  entire 
college  community,  we  will  make  an  even  greater 
contribution  to  the  life  of  the  college  and  will  provide  even 
better  service  to  all  our  students.

GOOD  MORNING,  MISS  BARRETT.  .  . 


END  OF  THE  ROAD 


How  many  times  by  x  number  of  pupils  was  this  phrase 
repeated  during  my  forty-year  appointment  at  St.  Anselm's 
School  in  Bay  Ridge?  Eleanor  Barrett,  a  class  of  1929  math 
major,  might  be  able  to  solve  this  problem  in  off-hours. 

After  graduation  from  St.  Joseph's.  Eleanor  taught 
second  and  seventh  grades  on  the  elementary  level  and 
Geometry  and  English  on  the  high  school  level.  In 
September.  1936.  she  started  as  a  fourth  grade  teacher  at 
St.  Anselm's  and  went  on  to  teach  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  grades. 

The  Parents'  Guild  of  St.  Anselm's  recently  honored 
Eleanor  on  the  occasion  of  her  fortieth  anniversary.  Many 
of  Miss  Barrett's  former  colleagues  and  students  came 
from  all  over  the  city,  New  Jersey,  Connecticut,  Long 
Island,  Boston,  and  Westchester  for  the  surprise  testimonial. 
She  was  presented  with  a  bouquet  of  long-stemmed  roses 
and  greeted  with  a  standing  ovation.  A  congratulatory 
telegram  from  Governor  Carey  was  read,  as  well  as  a 
personal  letter  from  Bishop  Francis  J.  Mugavero,  and  letters 
from  Mayor  Beame  and  President  Ford. 

The  program  chairman  transported  Eleanor  down 
memory  lane  with  former  students  and  colleagues.  Tales 
were  told  of  carrying  her  books  home,  sitting  on  her  stoop 
at  lunch  time  and  wondering  if  she  remembered  it  was  time 
to  go  back  to  school.  Many  a  day  there  were  as  many  as  ten 
boys  waiting  on  her  stoop.  Trips  to  the  Airport,  the  Hayden 
Planetarium,  and  the  Museum  of  Natural  History  were  high 
points  for  many  students.  Eleanor  incorporated  science  in 
her  curriculum  long  before  it  was  considered  the  major 
subject  it  now  is.  Recent  students  recall  the  study  of  Earth 
Science,  made  memorable  by  her  marvelous  collections  of 
rocks,  minerals,  and  sand  from  many  world  beaches. 

Miss  Barrett  was  remembered  for  her  patience, 
kindness,  ability  to  cope,  even  temper,  and  described  as 
"the  gentlest  of  women".  Other  tributes  were:  "She  never 
belittled  anyone,  always  found  an  encouraging  word  .  .  .", 
"She  was  so  nice,  never  used  anyone  as  a  scapegoat",  "She 
was  respected,  a  proper  lady,  and  always  warm  .  .  ."  "We 
will  never  forget  your  rooting  for  us  during  the  spelling  and 
oratorical  competitions".  "You  sensed  our  excitement  the 
day  of  the  Prom.  The  day  before  the  coops  you  said  you'd 
pray  to  St.  Jude,  Patron  of  Hopeless  Cases.  We  loved  your 
sense  of  humor."

For  Emilia  Longobardo  Govan  '58  last  August,  the  end 
of  the  road  was  the  veto  of  Interstate  66  highway.  Against 
powerful  political  and  business  interests,  the  Govans,  Jim 
and  Emilia,  began  organizing  opposition  five  years  ago  to 
this  proposed  freeway  and  were  joined  by  increasing 
numbers  of  local  residents,  citizens'  groups,  conserva- 
tionists. Federal  environmental  agencies  as  well  as  the 
Federal  Energy  Administration. 

There  were  few  slack  periods  in  those  five  years.  Jim 
and  Emilia  dropped  their  social  life,  and  let  things  go 
around  the  house  to  spend  time  in  research,  meetings, 
publication  of  newsletters  and  pamphlets,  debates  and 
attendance  at  public  hearings  and  protest  actions.  The 
number  of  volunteer  helpers  expanded  to  do  battle  with 
armies  of  highway  supporters. 

The  New  York  Times  editorial  of  last  August  praised 
Secretary  of  Transportation  William  T.  Coleman,  Jr.  for  the 
veto  and  for  coming  "...  quickly  to  the  core  of  the  matter: 
Considerations  of  energy,  convervation,  air  quality,  noise 
and  community  resources  —  such  as  public  parks  and 
recreation  areas  -  all  suggest  the  need  for  a  lesser  emphasis 
on  automobile  use  in  urban  areas.  Rather  than  sanction 
additional  auto  traffic  in  an  area  already  choking  with 
fumes,  he  urged  a  Virginia  Extension  of  Washington's  new 
subway  and  rapid  rail  system  as  a  'prudent  alternative.' 

A  recent  report  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Transportation  says  that  consumers  clearly  and  emphatical- 
ly want  fewer,  not  more,  highways.  Such  is  the  resistance, 
that  federal  planners  now  have  a  list  of  18  "controversial 
interstate  segments"  whose  construction  is  being  blocked  or 
delayed.  Citizens  groups  which  look  ahead  to  the 
comfortable  existence  of  future  generations  as  well  as  to 
our  present  atmospheric  and  conservation  problems  are 
dedicating  their  time  and  energy  with  complete  altruism. 
For  her  dedication  in  this  fight,  Emilia  was  chosen  by  the 
editors  of  Washingtonian  Magazine  as  a  Washingtonian  of 
the  Year  in  1974,  at  a  time  when  there  was  small  hope  of 
winning  the  fight.  The  write-up  in  the  magazine  ended:  "If 
we  have  a  better  transportation  policy  here,  much  of  the 
credit  should  go  to  ACT  (Arlington  Coalition  on 
Transportation)  and  Emilia  Govan."  Asked  what  advice  she 
has  for  others  taking  on  a  cause,  Emilia  says,  "Tell  people 
they  have  to  be  persistent."

Sister  Charitina  (Marie  Charitina 
Smith),  one  of  the  best  loved  of  the 
early  faculty  members,  died  November 
27,  1975  at  the  age  of  92,  in  Maria 
Regina  Convent.  Brentwood.  When 
Sister  came  to  St.  Joseph's  College  for 
Women  in  1924  to  teach  Latin  and 
Greek  she  immediately  endeared  her- 
self to  the  students  by  supplying  a 
sympathetic  ear  for  their  troubles 
along  with  crisp  words  of  wisdom.  In 
1934  she  became  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Nursery  School  and  in  the  late 
40's  was  appointed  Dean  of  Women. 
During  this  time  she  was  also  moderat- 
or of  extra-curricular  activities.  She 
was  extremely  supportive,  encouraging 
students  to  assume  full  responsibility, 
giving  advice  when  asked  and  liberal 
praise  when  jobs  were  completed. 

In  1954  she  left  St.  Joseph's  to 
become  superior  and  principal  of  St. 
Agnes  Seminary  for  six  years.  She  also 
served  at  Fontbonne,  and  Mary  Louis 
Academy  before  retiring  to  Brent- 
wood. Whether  alumnae  were  in 
contact  with  her  as  teacher,  extra- 
curricular advisor  or  dean,  all  remem- 
ber vividly  her  kindness  and  good 
humor.  She  served  St.  Joseph's  for  30 
years,  loving  every  minute  of  it.  Sister 
Charitina  is  survived  by  her  sister. 
Sister  Agnes  Bernard,  who  is  at  Maria 
Regina.  Brentwood. 


The  whole  college  family  mourned 
the  death  of  our  Assistant  Librarian, 
Sister  St.  Maurice  Bail.  She  died  on 
February  14th,  after  a  six  months' 
bout  with  leukemia.  Since  she  had 
recovered  from  one  bout  with  this 
illness,  she  was  sure,  until  the  last  two 
weeks,  that  she  would  be  back  to  work 
again  in  the  library  and  college  she 
loved  so  well. 

Sister  entered  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Joseph  after  graduation  from  Bishop 
McDonnell  High  School.  She  received 
her  Bachelor's  degree  from  Manhattan 
College  and  her  Master's  from  St. 
John's. 

Before  joining  the  college  library 
staff  in  1960,  Sister  St.  Maurice  had 
been  an  elementary  and  high  school 
teacher  of  English,  and  librarian  in  St. 
John's  Hospital,  Queens,  and  in  St. 
Joseph's  High  School.  As  a  member  of 
the  Catholic  Library  Association,  she 
attended  and  served  at  many  local  and 
national  meetings. 

Sister  St.  Maurice  was  very  much 
esteemed  by  undergraduates,  not  only 
as  supervisor  of  their  library  work,  but 
as  moderator  for  the  Chapel  Players, 
who  fittingly  donated  to  the  Library 
in  her  memory  a  gift  of  a  set  of  plays 
by  Sean  O'Casey. 

Her  sister,  Catherine  Ball,  graduat- 
ed from   St.  Joseph's  College  in  1943. 


Sister  Catherine  Alonzo  died  very 
suddenly  last  February  15th.  She  was 
well  known  to  many  of  the  Brooklyn 
faculty  and  at  the  Brentwood  Campus, 
where  she  was  assistant  to  Sister  Rose 
Catherine,  handling  registration  and 
records.  Her  zest  for  life  and  good 
sense  of  humor,  her  ready  smile  and 
daily  quip,  "What's  on  the  agenda  for 
today?"  are  truly  missed  there. 

Sister  Catherine  Alonzo  entered 
religious  life  in  1924  and  taught  in 
elementary  school  for  twenty  years. 
She  then  moved  up  to  teaching  in 
secondary  schools  and  into  administra- 
tion. Sister  received  her  Bachelor's 
degree  from  Manhattan  College  and  a 
Master's  from  St.  John's 

In  the  summer,  her  domestic  skills 
and  gracious  hostess'  manner  were  well 
used  in  the  management  of  the  Sisters' 
vacation  home  in  Monticello.  In  later 
years,  she  shared  the  experience  she 
gained  in  planning  school  trips,  with 
Sisters  and  others  who  were  bound  for 
distant  destinations.  Giving  herself 
fully  to  all  the  assignments  of  religious 
life,  Sister  Catherine  Alonzo  lived 
actively,  even  when  illness  left  its 
mark,  right  up  to  the  minute  of  her 
death.

BLINDFOLD  THE  ENGLISH  CLASS! 

The  last  two  issues  of  Alumnagram  have  described  to  us 
the  inspired  devices  used  by  Marie  O'Connor  '31,  in  her 
teaching  career  in  the  Red  Bank  High  School.  The  joy  of 
teaching  has  always  made  a  happy  life  for  this  dedicated 
woman,  keeping  her  forever  young,  always  learning  and 
creating.  Now  Marie  orders:  Blindfold  the  English  Class! 
The  possibilities  of  a  blindfold  in  an  English  class  (she 
continues)  should  be  explored,  for  this  device  may  be  the 
medium  of  different  types  of  successful  lessons.  I  share 
with  you  three  educational  ventures  with  a  blindfold  that  I 
found  particularly  profitable.  One  was  diagnostic  and 
exploratory,  another  served  as  motivation  for  a  unit  and  the 
third  aimed  at  appreciation  of  life  and  literature. 

As  my  Creative  Writers  enter  the  classroom  on  the  first 
day  of  the  term,  they  are  blindfolded.  Since  in  this  elective 
class  the  students  come  from  any  grade,  the  possibility  that 
they  know  each  other  is  lessened.  Students  are  instructed  to 
select  a  fictitious  name  and  identify  themselves  when 
tapped  by  the  teacher's  pointer.  To  start  the  conversational 
ball  rolling,  they  may  give  reasons  for  having  chosen  this 
elective  course.  Thereafter,  there  will  be  material  for  talk  in 
reaction  to  voices  or  topics. 

Diagnosis 

From  the  very  selection  of  a  name,  I  quite  often  learn  a 
great  deal  in  the  first  ten  minutes  of  the  period.  "John 
Smith"  leaves  me  a  bit  cold;  a  literary  alias  gives  me  a  clue 
to  more  than  one  item:  the  reading  interests,  the  reaction 
to  characters  and  the  identification  of  self  with  a  particular 
one.  "Mr.  and  Mrs."  once  alerted  me  immediately  to  a 
romance  in  my  new  class.  Sometimes  personality  traits  are 
revealed  in  the  choice  of  the  name  of  a  friend  whose 
admirable  qualities  are  extolled  -  or  the  name  of  a 
powerful  political  figure  -  or  of  someone  universally 
disliked.  (Of  course  beware  of  reading  too  much  into  the 
choice  of  name.  It  may  mean  absolutely  nothing.) 

The  students'  reaction  to  the  experiment  in  this  initial 
class  meeting  is  interesting.  Some  offer  resistance  to  the 
blindfold.  Boys  are  particularly  adverse  to  any  activity 
concerning  which  they  don't  know  the  why  and  wherefore. 
Girls  are  more  willing  to  go  along  with  the  unknown.  The 
reasons  for  the  election  of  the  creative  writing  course  are 
given  more  unreservedly  if  all  are  blindfolded.  The  student 
is  apt  to  voice  his  literary  ambitions,  share  his  problems  at 
putting  his  thoughts  on  the  page,  boast  a  bit  concerning  his 
successes.  The  voluble,  the  reticent,  the  clever,  the  slow,  the 
cynical,  the  wit  can  be  spotted.  The  period  uninhibits  the 
student,  strikes  the  note  of  the  unusual,  liberates  him  from 
the  traditional  -  the  expected  -  the  humdrum.  (At  heart 
all  teenagers  are  rather  conventional.) 

Motivation 

Frequently,  the  experience  is  the  impetus  for  the  first 
free,  unassigned  piece  of  writing  given  to  me  by  the 
budding  litterateurs.  Prose  and  poetry  are  inspired  by  this 
initial  meeting. 

The  blindfold  may  be  used  effectively  for  slow  classes 
also.  To  motivate  the  speech  unit  of  the  term,  have  the 
students  blindfolded  at  the  first  session.  (If  the  class  is 
large,  I  do  not  advocate  doing  this  the  first  day  for  the 
unusual  aspect  may  well  lead  to  a  giddy  attitude.)  Quite 


often  with  praise  voiced  by  their  classmates,  comes  a  sense 
of  confidence  not  often  instilled  in  a  weak  student  at  the 
beginning  of  the  term.  If  their  enunciation  or  pronunciation 
is  poor,  there  is  excellent  motivation  for  work.  General 
discussion  of  the  influence  of  the  speaking  voice,  the 
friction  caused  by  tone,  etc.  sow  the  seeds  for  practical 
exercises. 

A  frankness  of  attitude  toward  school,  English 
problems,  or  even  life  itself  is  often  engendered  by  the  fact 
that  the  student  knows  that  no  one  is  looking  at  him.  The 
blindfold  grants  temporary  anonymity.  I  once  conducted 
the  "blindfold  test"  in  the  closing  days  of  the  term  with 
some  other  purpose  in  mind,  and  I  was  surprised  to  discover 
that  one  of  the  girls  did  not  recognize  the  voices  of  the 
different  members  of  the  class. 

"You  mustn't  be  interested  in  people,  Anne,"  I  said. 
"You  have  been  listening  to  those  voices  all  term,  yet  you 
cannot  identify  them." 

"No,  I  don't  like  people  very  much,"  she  quickly  and 
rather  bitterly  rejoined.  "That's  why  I'm  going  to  be  a 
veterinarian.  Animals  don't  hurt  those  who  are  kind  to 
them." 

That  term  I  was  sorry  that  I  had  not  conducted  my 
experiment  earlier,  so  that  I  might  have  helped  Anne 
discover  the  kindness  of  human  beings. 

Appreciation 

A  third  instance  of  the  use  of  the  blindfold  in  the 
classroom  is  in  connection  with  literature  lessons.  The 
study  of  biographies  of  those  with  handicaps  will  include 
those  of  blind  people.  An  appreciation  of  the  loss  of  the 
sense  of  sight  can  be  fostered  by  having  the  class  spend  the 
entire  period  in  the  darkness  of  the  sightless.  The  class 
should  be  conducted  as  usual  with  the  chairman  coming  to 
the  front  to  preside.  (Reaction:  The  distance  seems  so 
much  greater.) 

The  period  discussion  is  on  the  literature  assignment.  A 
particularly  good  essay  is  Helen  Keller's  chapter  telling 
what  she  would  do  if  given  three  days  to  see.  As  the  class 
discusses,  various  objects  for  identification  are  passed  down 
each  row.  Items  that  lend  themselves  to  this  experiment  are 
small  figures  of  animals  (elephants,  cocker  spaniels,  giraffes 
are  good);  souvenirs  of  famous  buildings  (Statue  of  Liberty, 
the  Empire  State  Building,  the  Capitol);  a  charge  account 
plate  with  raised  letters;  miniature  models  of  trains,  planes, 
etc.;  a  piece  of  velvet,  fur  or  lace.  With  this  aspect  of  the 
experiment  their  powers  of  observation  are  sharpened  and 
their  reasons  for  discarding  incorrect  notions  of  the  various 
articles  are  usually  interesting. 

An  appeal  to  the  sense  of  smell  may  be  made  by  various 
toiletries,  odor  destroyers  (with  such  choice  as  lavender, 
spice,  pine,  etc.)  bananas  or  oranges.  The  sense  of  taste 
should  not  be  neglected  and  with  candy  selections  of 
cinnamon,  clove  and  rum,  one  does  not  need  to  set  too 
lavish  a  table. 

Secret  Visitor 

I  always  have  a  very  loquacious  student  from  another 
class  and  grade  visit  my  blindfold  group  and  speak  to  them 
for  a  few  minutes.  (The  subject  of  the  talk  is  immaterial.) 
Pledged  to  secrecy  as  to  disclosure  of  identity  even  in 
subsequent  days,  the  visitor  leaves  without  my  students'

HORIZONS  IN  MATHEMATICS 

One  of  the  last  in  the  series  of  lectures  and  exhibits  in 
St.  Joseph's  Bicentennial  Program  was  Part  IV  of  Searching 
and  Serving  which  took  place  on  March  29th  and  was 
three-pronged: 

I  Lecture  "Operations    Research    and    Mathematical 
Problems  in  Medicine"  by  Dr.  Michael  Tsuji. 

II  Films  -  "Discovery"  and  "The  Thinking  ???  Machine" 

III  Exhibit  -  held  from  March  2l)th  through  April  2nd.

The  exhibit  was  designed  to  highlight  some  of  the 
outstanding  aspects  and  milestones  in  the  development  of 
mathematics  from  its  earliest  beginnings  to  the  present, 
with  special  attention  given  to  the  last  200  years,  and  to  the 
"Horizons  in  Mathematics"  for  the  next  several  decades. 
From  the  formulation  of  number  concepts  and  symbols  to 
the  most  modern  computers,  the  exhibit  displayed  pictures, 
diagrams,  geometric  models*,  designs,  and  instruments  such 
as  various  types  of  slide  rules,  the  sextant  and  surveyor's 
transit,  etc. 

The  relationship  of  mathematics  to  almost  all  other 
forms  of  human  endeavor  was  traced  -  in  such  areas  as  art, 
physical  science,  biological  science,  business,  economics, 
games,  psychology,  sociology,  etc.  The  computer  has 
enlarged  the  ability  of  man  to  apply  mathematics.  The 
exhibit  endeavored  to  display  the  potential  of  the  computer 
—  as  well  as  show  the  various  facets  of  mathematics. 

A  portion  of  the  exhibit  was  devoted  to  the 
contribution  of  American  mathematicians;  old  and  new 
math  text  books;  the  possible  careers  in  mathematics;  the 
metric  system;  and  the  great  variety  of  specialized  branches 
of  mathematics. 

This  exhibit  was  assembled  and  produced  entirely  by  Dr. 
Margarete  Hopkins  with  the  encouragement  and  help  of 
her  husband,  Edward  J.  Hopkins.

seeing  him.  Frequently  the  boys  and  girls  try  to  cajole  me 
into  revealing  the  name  of  their  visitor,  but  here  we  capture 
the  essence  of  the  handicap,  for  I  stress  the  difference 
between  knowing  that  in  a  half  hour  or  so.  one  will  be  able 
to  see  what  one  desires  against  the  realization  that  one  will 
never  know  that  specific  person  or  object  visually.  The 
departure  unseen  usually  has  a  great  impact  upon  the  class. 
Of  course  there  follows  a  discussion  of  how  from  his  tone 
and  words  each  mentally  pictured  the  visitor.  Different 
reasons  tor  "seeing"  him  oi  her  as  a  blond,  brunette  or 
redhead  tall  or  short  rotund  oi  sknin\  are  often 
humorous  and  revealing  of  something  or  other. 

I  do  not  repeat  this  lesson  every  term,  for  I  believe  that 
it  would  lose  its  force  through  rrepetition  and  the 
expectancy  of  a  group  that  would  probably  learn  of  the 
traditional  procedure.  That  this  period  makes  a  lasting 
impression  upon  the  boys  and  girls  is  evident  from  repeated 
references  to  it  by  returning  graduates.

COMMISSIONER  OF  FINANCE 


HONORED  BY  FORDHAM 


Saratoga  Springs  is  one  of  the  few  cities  to  have  the 
Commission  form  of  government.  In  1973,  Remigia  Foy 
'50  ran  for  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Finance  as  an 
independent  candidate  and  upset  the  incumbent  who  had 
the  backing  of  the  regular  Republican  party  organization. 
Last  fall,  she  was  successful  in  her  second  bid  for  another 
two  year  term  —  again  as  an  independent  candidate. 

As  a  political  science  major  at  St.  Joseph's.  Remigia  had 
a  firm  background  in  political  theory.  However,  as  a 
political  candidate  and  office  holder  she  had  to  learn 
"politics"  from  experience.  The  past  two  years  in  office 
have  been  both  eye  opening  and  rewarding  in  terms  of 
personal  satisfaction,  but  not  without  frustration  and 
challenge.  She  and  other  members  of  the  city  council  have 
worked  together  to  solve  some  longstanding  problems  in 
Saratoga  and  to  institute  new  programs  to  get  the  city 
moving  ahead  again. 

After  a  full  day  of  teaching,  Remigia  usually  arrives  at 
City  Hall  at  3:30  and  remains  until  5  P.M.  There  are 
frequent  special  meetings  as  well  as  two  regular  council 
meetings  each  month.  She  also  serves  on  the  Planning  Board 
and  is  Chairman  of  the  Real  Estate  Committee  which  has 
charge  of  the  sale  of  city  properties. 

As  Commissioner,  Remigia  serves  as  the  administrative 
head  of  the  department  and  as  a  member  of  the  city  council 
she  serves  as  a  legislator.  The  day  to  day  details  are  the 
responsibility  of  her  deputy  and  other  civil  service 
employees  who  receive  taxes  and  other  payments  and 
disburse  city  funds..  The  Finance  Commission  is  also 
responsible  for  investing  city  monies,  seeking  sources  for 
new  funds  and  acting  as  a  "watch  dog"  of  the  taxpayers' 
dollars. 

Remigia  graduated  from  St.  Peter's  Academy  in 
Saratoga  Springs,  earned  her  B.A.  in  Political  Science  at  St. 
Joseph's  and  her  M.S.  in  Ed.  from  St.  Rose  College,  Albany. 
As  a  Fulbright  Scholar  she  was  in  American  University, 
Beirut,  Lebanon  in  1964  and  in  India  in  1967-68.  She  has 
memberships  in  Mechanicsville  Teachers'  Association, 
NYSUT  and  NEA,  Delta  Kappa  Gamma  Society,  Capitol 
District  Social  Studies  Council,  League  of  Women  Voters, 
Saratoga  Springs  Historical  Society.  She  is  currently  serving 


Last  October,  Ursula  Gerty  '40,  was  among  those  who 
stepped  forward  to  receive  the  highest  University  Honor  a 
member  of  the  Fordham  faculty  can  receive  —  the  Bene 
Merenti  medal. 

As  chairman  of  the  research  area  of  the  school  of  Social 
Service  from  1968  to  1973,  she  was  instrumental  in  the 
establishment  of  its  Research  and  Demonstration  Center. 

After  receiving  her  B.A.  from  St.  Joseph's,  Ursula  was  a 
case  worker  with  Angel  Guardian  home  until  1944  in  which 
year  she  earned  a  Master's  degree  from  Fordham  School  of 
Social  Service.  From  1944  to  1951,  she  was  with  the 
American  Red  Cross  Hospital  Service,  serving  as  Hospital 
Social  Service  Executor  in  the  Canal  Zone,  Guam,  Japan 
and  the  U.S.  The  next  three  years  were  devoted  to  full  time 
pursuit  of  a  doctorate  in  Social  work  which  was  awarded  by 
Catholic  U.in  1955. 

Returning  to  New  York,  Ursula  was  Supervisor  of  Case 
Counseling  for  New  York  Catholic  Charities  and  taught  part 
time  at  Fordham.  From  1958  until  the  present  she  has  been 
teaching  full  time  at  the  University  and  became  full 
professor  in  1965. 

Ursula's  other  services  include:  Visiting  Professor  in 
School  of  Social  Service  Universidad  Bolivariana  in  Summer 
of  1964,  member  UNICEF  Committee  representing 
International  Catholic  Union  of  Social  Service,  1968  to  the 
present;  Vice  President  of  International  Catholic  Union  of 
Social  Service,  1968  to  present.  Ursula  serves  on  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  Mercy  Home  for  Children,  Brooklyn;  Little 
Flower  Children's  Services,  Wading  River.  N.Y.;  American 
Red  Cross  of  Greater  New  York,  and  she  is  consultant  for 
Brooklyn  Catholic  Charities.  She  is  author  of  one  book, 
several  articles  and  several  unpublished  studies.

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CHAPTER  NEWS 


Dr.  Margaret  Candee  Jacobs  '64  spent  many  months' 
research  in  England  for  the  material  in  her  book  The 
Newtonians  and  the  English  Revolution,  1689-1720  which 
is  being  published  in  May  by  Cornell  University  Press  here 
and  Harvester  Press,  Ltd.  in  England. 

Basically  it  is  a  scholar's  and  upper  level 
undergraduate's  book  about  thought  and  society  in  England 
in  the  late  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries.  It  deals 
with  the  use  of  Isaac  Newton's  scientific  ideas  by  his  friends 
and  followers  in  the  English  church.  Ideas  about  the  way 
the  physical  order  operates,  were  used  to  argue  for  order 
ind  stability  in  the  political  world,  an  order  and  stability 
vhich  would  benefit  the  church  and  its  supporters. 

The  book  attempts  to  show  the  social  and  political 
;ontext  of  religious  and  scientific  ideas  and  it  also  deals 
with  the  church's  opponents,  the  deists,  free-thinkers  and 
libertines.  The  final  chapter  is  devoted  to  religious 
"enthusiasts",  that  is  those  people  who  favored  a  religion  of 
the  heart  which  would  appeal  to  the  less  educated  and 
prosperous  and  who  opposed  the  church's  social  and 
political  vision. 

"It  is  not  the  sort  of  book,"  says  Peg,  "that  they  make 
a  movie  out  of,  but  it  was  fun  to  write.  Most  of  the  research 
was  done  in  England.  In  Cambridge,  Oxford  and  London 
there  was  a  wealth  of  manuscript  material  about  Newton 
and  his  followers  which  had  never  been  used  by  other 
historians."

1975  GRADS  IN  TIGHT  JOB  MARKET 

Statistics  from  recent  questionnaires  sent  to  the 
graduates  of  1975,  show  that  despite  the  tight  job  market, 
over  80%  of  those  who  replied  were  employed  full  or  part 
time,  though  not  all  are  in  their  preferred  field.  More  than 
half  are  continuing  their  education,  but  only  a  small 
percent  on  a  full-time  basis.  Several  earnest  pleas  for 
employment  prompted  Tom  McDonough,  who  conducted 
the  Brentwood  survey,  to  ask  our  Long  Island  alumni  for 
help.
